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MR. CARLISLE'S ELECTION 


KENTUCKIANS EXOITED AND 
ANXIOUS. 
THE SPEAKER’S MAJORITY ESTIMATED 
AT ABOUT 500—DEMOCRATIC APATHY 
NEARLY CAUSES DISASTER. 


LovisviLLE, Nov. 4.—Kentucky is busily 
engaged just at present looking around for her 


40,000 Democratic majority, which became bad- . 


ly displaced on Tuesday last, and in recovering 
from the surprises of that day. The best in- 
formed politicians in the party had reckoned on a 
solid delegation as probable, with some fighting to 
be done in the Third, Ninth, and Eleventh Dis- 
tricts. All the others were considered plain sail- 
Ing. Lulled by this feeling of security, the 
Democrats idled at home while the Republicans 
went to the polls. The resultis a paralyzer for 
the stanch Democratic State, and from the sleep 
they slept on Tuesday they have been 
awakened with a great shock. The first 
surprising discovery was that this, the Fifth, 
and the metropohtan district of the State 
had, instead of polling her usual 4,000 or 
5,000 Democratic majority, come so near going 
Republican that the official figures alone would 
make the party feel safe; and that the city bad, 
for the first time in its history, gone Republican. 
But great as was this surprise, a still greater one 
came later, when, from the Sixth District, the 
intelligence got abroad that the Hon. John G. 
Carlisle, Speaker of the House, had, in 
all probability, been defeated by George 
H. - Thobe, who, @ month ago, was 
nominaied by the labor party. No one 


in Kentucky had ever thought of Mr. Car- 
lusle’s defeat asa possibility, and when the an- 
houncement reached Louisville it was received 
with incredulity. Aslater news was received, 
verifying the probable truth of the rumors, the 
greatest excitement spread over the State. Tel- 
6grauis poured into Covington and to Louisville 
from everywhere, and in the streets of these 
two cities nothing else was talked of. 
The anxiety and excitement were intense and 
expressions of indignant disgust were plentiful. 
The Democrats felt deeply disgraced and out- 
raged, and many of the Republican leaders spoke 
their regret. Even the more cheering news sent 
put from Covington and the district tast night, 
assuring the party that the back counties heard 
from showed that the great leader would be 
saved the mortification of defeat, did not allay 
the intensity of the anxiety, 

The situation to-day has been the same, and 
Kentucky is really throbbing with intense ex- 
citement and concern. There seems to be no 
fount to-night that Mr. Carlisle 1s elected. In- 
tormation from his headquarters is to the effect 
that his election is assured by a majority of be- 
tween 300 and 400 by the best estimates. possi- 
dle. The feeling of uncertainty and uneasiness 
will, however, be allayed only by the official 
rount. Leading politicians of Kentucky, irre- 
spective of party, account for this close eall of 
Mr. Carlisle’s on the ground of general apathy 
in the party ranks. It is not thought to have 
any political significance. Mr. Carlisle had no 
Republican opposition and was considered to 
have virtually no opposition. Thobe, the labor 
eandidate, is a wood-carver, a2 man who is 
known as alabor agitator, but not a man who 
would have been thought formidable even as a 
candidate for Council in Covington. Democrats 
thought it unnecessary to trouble themselves to 
vote. The laborers all supported their man, and 
the rank and file of the Republican Party went 
with them. That is how it happened, 

In the Fifth District A. G. Caruth’s majority 
by the corrected estimates of the Supervisors is 
146. It is not probable that the official count 
will materially change this. A. E. Willson (Rep.) 
Will contest the election. Mr. Caruth’s small 
majority is attributed not so much to party 
apathy as to party disaffection against a won- 
deriully strong organization on the part of the 
party in the minority. 

There was a similar state of affairs in the Third 
District, where W. Godfrey Hunter (Rep.) de- 
feated John 8: Rhea (Dem.) by 1,200 or 1,500, 
It is settled beyond doubt that George M. Thom- 
as (Rep.) defeats G. 8S. Wall (Vvem.) in the Ninth, 
aud. H. #. Finlay (Rep.) de*teats -W. H. boitts 
(Dem.) in the Eleventh. The reniainder of the 
ticket is Democratic and the list is as follows: 
First District, W. J. Stone; Second, Polk Laifoon; 
Fowth, A. B. Montgomery; Seventh, W. C.. P 
Breckenridge; Eighth, James B.. McCreary; 
Tenth, W. P. Taulbee 

Trustworthy intelligence just received from 
Mr. Carlisle’s headquarters states that be is un- 
doubtedly elected by over 500 majority. The 
figures will probably not. exceed 600. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 4.—Speaker Carlisle 
feels contident to-day ot his election to the 
Fiftieth Congress from the Sixth Kentucky Dis- 
trict, but it will require the official count to 
settle the question. Thobe, My. Carlisie’s oppo- 
nent, is also claiming the election. He doesn’t 
tike the slow manner in which the returns 
from the back counties are coming in, 
and says he fears. there is a_ plot 
to count him out. The district has been 
so overwhelmingiy Dernocratic for time out 
of mind that a custom of treating the returns 
garelessiy has grown up. In the county pre- 
cinets the returns are usually sentin to the 
county seat by some tarmer who has an errand 
to town, and when received are often found 
loose, having never been sealed. There was 
never a better opportunity for a little expert 
work in “fixing” returns up, but no one, with 
the exception of a few workingmen, believes 
“that anything of that sort would be done 
in the interest of Mr. Carlisle, even 
it the necessity existed, which does not‘seem at 
this time probable. Mr. Thobe was nominated 
by a smail convention of workingmen two weeks 
ago. This was after Mr. Carlisle had nearly 
eompleted a fatiguing journey up and down 
through his district, @uring which he spoke in 
all the towns where it is customary to hold 
political meetings. Mr. Carlisle’s speeches were 
made under the impression that he was to 
have no opposition at the election, and in refer- 
ring to this fact he no doubt unwittingly created 
the impression in the minds of many firm sup- 
porters that it was a mere formality to go to the 
polls and vote at such a time, and the neglect to 
do so thus became easy. The returns indicate 
that not more than one-tifth of the usual Demo- 
cratic vote was polled. Thobe was taken up 
by the Knights of Labor, and a large vote 
was secured for him among the employes of the 
iron mills aud factories of Covington and New- 

ort. Very few except the organized workingmen 
Guat that he was running. The vote for him 
was so quietly cast that it was late in the day 
before it became known that he was receiving 
important support. Mr. Carlisle charactprizes 
the proceedings as a stillhunt. Amore apt ex- 
pression could not be chosen. 

It has been suggested that the disappointment 
of a handful of politicians over the recommenda- 
tions Mr. Carlisle has made for appointments to 
otfice may have had something to do with the 
result, but this defection amounted to very lit- 
tle. The appointmert of Water Works Trustees 
by the courts is said to have been used against 
him, the appointees not being popular, butit was 
a matter with which Mr. Carlisle had nothing 
to do, and only the west ignorant could 
have held him responsible. Occasional com- 
plaints are heard to the effect that since he be- 
came so important a man Mr. Carlisle does not 
notice his old friends. This has been given as a 
rezson by some for not taking the trouble to go 
to the polls, but it probably furnished no 
yotes for Thobe. The sum of the whole 
matter was that there were no. offi, 
cers. being voted for except Congressman 
and the impression that Mr. Carlisle ha 
no opposition resulted in an astonishingly light 
vote from all classes except the workingmen. 
Mr. Cariisie said to-day that he has often men- 
tioned to his Democratic constituents that they 
were in dunger of some day losing a Congress- 
man ou account of their apathy. “They seem to 
think,” he continued, ‘that I am sureof being 
elected whether anybody votes for me or not.” 

Thobe does vot represent the incendiary class. 
He owns a little house in Covington, in which he 
was born. He says a man who owns his home 
can’t be an Anarchist. He declares that he is a 
thorough American, and that in Congress, if he 
gets there, he will act independently of both 
yolitical parties. 


RESULTS IN OHIO. 


CotumsEts, Nov. 4.—The official returns 
are comingin slowly. Estimated and semi-offi- 
rial figures do not change the result on the State 
ticket as a whole, but the head of the ticket, 
Gen. Robinson, appears to have been traded off 
for Congressional votes beyond any estimate. 
The vote cast for Republican Congressmer will 
probably exceed that cast for the head of the 


State ticket fully 5,600. Congressmen received

Of the 14 candidates for the oftice voted for in 
this city, 9 Democrats and 5 Republicans were 
elected. The largest Democratic plurality was 
2,075; the target Republican, 192; average 
Democratic, 814, and average Republican, 191. 
Last Spring the Republicans carried this city by 
about 1,400. 


THE INDIANA COUNT. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 4.—Official returns 
from 82 counties in the State show a net Repub- 
lican plurality of 5,654. In the remaining 10 
counties, estimated, the plurality for Col. Rob- 
ertson, candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, will 
be not less than 4,000. The Legislature is still 


in doubt, the Republicans claiming the 
election of 78 members, while the Democrats 
claim 76 certain, with one or two more in their 
favor in doubt. There is no change in the Con- 
gressional delegation. There are no doubtful 
districts. The pluralities are the smallest in 
Mr. Holman’s district and in Mr. Steele’s dis- 
—_—< but they are both elected by several hun- 
red. 

To-day the election officers began the canvass 
of Tuesday’s vote, and in this county the Demo- 
crats manifested a purpose to steal one Repre- 
sentative to the Legislature, a very precious pos- 
session, and the Judgeof the Criminal Court, 
who can be of the greatest service to 
the law-breakers who managed the Dem- 
ocratie canvass in this county. There 
are five Representatives in this county, and the 
candidates indorsed by the Central Labor Union 
were elected, two Democrats and three Repub- 
licans. But the democrats need all they can get 
and propose to count out the Republicans hav- 
ing the lowest vote. They would take all 
tf they dared. When the returns from one of the 
precincts in the Twenty-third Ward were called 
for the Inspector, himself a Democrat, protested 
against the figures read, saying that since the 
return had been out of his possession it had 
been tampered with, 100 being added to 
the vote of the Democratic candidates. The 
Chairman ruled that the paper could not be veri- 
fied by comparison with the tally sheet, and 
when several of the board attempted to 
speak refused to hear them. His arbitrary 
procedure aroused great indignation, and 
for a time a conflict was imminent. The 
count will not be completed before morning, 
and it will be impossible to state the result on 
the Legislature until it is finished and the inten- 
tions of the Democratic majority fully exposed. 
Itis believed that the Democrats intend to have 
the Legislature if possible, by fair means or foul, 
and that Republican candidates will be counted 
out to secure thatend. Emissaries of the com- 
mittee left for various parts of the State to day. 

In Clarke County the Republican candidate 
for joint Senator claims that the majority against 
him was fictitiously increased to exceed his ma- 
jority in Jefferson County, and he has demanded 
a recount and will contest the case. He says he 
Was elected. 


CLOSE VOTES IN ILLINOIS. 
CuicaGo, Nov. 4.—There are six districts 
in Illinois in which the plurality is small, though 
the result of an official count will not afiect the 
personnel of the delegation as telegraphed last 
night. In only two of these districts—the 
Tenth and Eleventh—has the official count 


been made. Inthe Tenth District the plurality 
of Post the Republican who defeated Worthing- 
ton, is 29, a Republican gain of 205. Judge 
Gest, the Republican who has beaten Neece in 
the Eleventh District, has a plurality of 408, a 
Republican gain of 835. In the Second District 
Frank Lawler’s plurality is variously stated at 
50 to 100. An official count will be necessary 
to ascertain the exact figures, but the plurality 
will not be over 100, In the Sixteenth District 
Landis (Dem.) is elected aver Churchill (Rep.) 
by a plurality of 446, a Democratic gain of 28. 


DEMOCRATIC GAINS IN COLORADO, 

DENVER, Col., Nov. 4.—The election of 
Adams (Dem.) for Governor by 2,000 plurality 
is conceded by the Republicans. All but six 
counties of the State have been heard from, giv- 


ing returns on Congressmen. The vote from 
hem is about_even. The counties yet to come 
in have alw: been Democratic, so the indica- 
tions are in faVor of a smail majority tor Reed, 
(Dem.) The Democrats in Arapahoe County 
elect six and possibly seven out of eight Rep- 
resentatives and oue Senator. This is an increase 
of seven in the lower house and one in the 
Senate. A majority of the other counties have 
been carried by the Democrats, so there is little 
doubt that they will have control of the lower 
house and possibly the Senate. The remainder 
of the State ticket, except Secretary, Auditor, 
and possibly Attorney-General, is claimed by 
tne Democrats. 


THE SURPRISES IN WISCONSIN. 

Mapison, Noy. 4.—A personal dispatch 
from the Hon. Lucien B. Caswell (Rep.) says: 
“ Be elected Congress in First District by 800 
plurality, and Doolittle (Dem.) concedes his own 
defeat.” Guenther (Rep.) has 4,157 plurality 
over Delaney in the Second District. Guenther 
carried every county in the district. The Repub- 
licans are greatly surprised at his astonishing 
success. His defeat was predicted from the first 
at Republican State headquarters. Popular dis- 


like of the corrupt Democratic ring which has 
so long controlled the destinies of the Second 
District was the cause of Delaney’s overwhelm- 
ing defeat. Rusk, (Rep.,) for Governor, is 
re-elected by 30,000 majority, according 
to his own estimates. The Legislature 
will stand: Senate—Republicans, 25; Demo- 
crats, 7; Labor, 1. House—Republicans, 57; 
Democrats, 36; Labor, 6; Prohibition, 1. The 
Republican members are nearly unanimously 
committed to re-elect Senator Sawyer. It is 
claimed at Prohibition headquarters that their 
vote will reach 18,000, against 8,000 two years 
ago. The Labor vote in the State will probably 
run close to 20,000, of which Milwaukee gave 
13,000. This 1s a source of great astonishment 
to both Republican and Democratic managers, 
who had calculated on not much over 5,000. 
Gov. Rusk is receiving hundreds of conugratu- 
latory letters and teiegrams from prominent 
men all over the Union. . 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 4.—The Congressional 
delegation is as follows: First District, L. B. 
Caswell, (Rep.;) Second, Richard Guenther, 
(Rep.;) Third, Robert M. La Follette, (Rep.;) 
Fourth, Henry Smith, (Labor;) Fifth, T. R. 
Hudd, (Dem. ;) Sixth, C. B. Clark, (Rep.;) Sev- 
enth, O. B. Thomas, (Rep.;) Eighth, W. T. Price, 
(Rep.;) Ninth, Isaac Stephenson, (Rep.) The 
Democrats yesterday claimed*there was a possi- 
bility of the election of Judge Doolittle in the 
First District, but the full returns, unoffi- 
cial, give Caswell at least 900 majority. 
No other district is in doubt. Gov. 
Rusk’s plurality will be at least 25,000, 
and the extraordinary feature of the voteis the 
enormous Republican gains in Democratic 
strongholds. In Dane County, the home of Post- 
master-General Vilas, who took a very active 
part in the canvass and made a desperate effort 
to save the Democratic ticket, the Republican 
county ticket is elected with one exception. In 
Racine, Calumet, and Dodge Counties the Re- 
publican gains are from 500 to 3,000. In Dodge 
County, which has not elected a Republican for 
25 years, the Republican county ticket is elected 
and Mr. Guenther has the remarkable majority of 
2,500 there forCongress. His majority in the dis- 
trict, which bas always given Bragg at least 
4,000, is nearly 3,000. Mr. Guenther is the pres- 
ent Republican Congressman in the Sixth Dis- 
trict, and ran as an independent in the Second. 
He was given a great popular reception at his 
home in Oshkosh last night. In Milwaukee, cor- 
rected returns give Smith, the Labor candidate 
for Congress, 3,500 plurality, and Alderman 
Rudzinski, the Polack, whose prominence in the 
riots last May led Gov. Rusk to revok@ his com- 
mission as notary public, is elected to the Legis- 
lature. The Republican majority on joint bal- 


lot will be at least 30, and Senator Sawyer will 
be re-elected. 


THE MINNESOTA REVOLUTION. 

St. PauL, Nov. 4.—T'o-day’s returns from 
the Congressional districts of the State confirm 
the accuracy of the report telegraphed to TuE 
TIMES last night. The Democrats have elected 
three out of the five Congressmen. In the First 
District Judge Thomas Wilson (Dem.) defeats 
Lovely by 2,400 majority. Two years ago White 


carried the district by 2,100. In the Third Dis- 
trict the Democrats elect Judge John L. Mac- 
Donald by 1,300 majority over B. B. Herbert. 
Two years ago Strait was elected by 1,000 ma- 
jority, his opponent being Ignatius Donnelly, 
and four years ago he carried it by over 8,000. 
Inthe Fourth District Edmund Rice defeats 
Gilfillan by about 4,000, or about the same ma- 
jority by which Gilfillan was elected in 1884. 
The causes for this revolution are undoubtedly 
to a great extent local, personal popularity be- 
ing a@ most importent factor. The Demo- 
crats saw at the outset that the Re- 
publicans were weak in the three districts, 
and at once placed three of the 
strongest and most oon men in the party in 
the field. Inthis district Gilfillan could com- 
mand or but the most perfunctory party 
support, while the enthusiasm created by the 
nomination of Rice caused large Democratic 
gains in a Republican ro degen lary 2 The tariff 
question also played no little part in the contest, 
Rice béing an out and out free trader, while Gil- 
fillan in all his speeches planted himself squarely 
ona protection platform that hardly harmon- 
ized with the tariff reform plank adopt- 
ed by the Republican State Convention. 
In the Third istrict it was simply a 
contest between a strong and popular Democrat 
and a Republican whose record as a chronic 
bolter made it impossible for him to command 
the support of his party. The election of Judge 
Wilson in the First District was due not only to 
bis persona! strength, but largely to treachers in 
the Republican rauks. There seems te be little 


failure to secure a renomination, not only did 
nothing to aid Lovely, but even lent a quiet enp. 
port to Wilson. In that district also the tariff 
was somewhat of an issue, though not so promi- 
nent as in the Fourth. 

A slight shadow of doubt has been cast to-day 
on the election of the Republican State ticket, 
and at present both sides claim victory. There 
is little doubt that the result will be close and it 
may require the official count to decide it. This 
afternoon the Republican State Committeeissued 
a bulletin admitting that indications on the face 
of the returns pointed to the election of McGill 
for Governor by between 1,100 and 1,200 major- 
ity. To-night, however,the committee claim a plu- 
rality of at least 5,000 based on later returns. On 
the other hand, the Democrats are loud in their 
claim that they have elected Ames by from 2,000 
to 4,000, though they admit that most. of the 
remainder of the ticket has gone Republican. 
The greatest amount of Republican defection 
turns out to have been in the Fifth Congressional 
District, the home of C. A. Gilman, the defeated 
candidate for the Republican gubernatorial nom- 
ination, and of Congressman Nelson. The ma- 
jority for Nelson, however, shows no falling off. 
As tothe general result, careful estimates lead 
to the belief that McGill will have a plurality of 
from 2,000 to 3,000 at least.

NEW-JERSEY’S CLOSE CONTEST. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 4.—The situation as 
regards the New-Jersey Legislature remains un- 
changed. The Republicans have 39 roembers 
sure on joint ballot and the Democrats 39 with 
one Labor member, who is expected to vote with 
the Democrats, despite his ante-election prom- 
ises. Two districts—one in Salem and one in 
Passaic—are tied. The county Boards of Can- 
vassers will meet in the several counties at noon 
to-day to canvass the returns filed by the local 
Boards of Election. The official returns as filed 
in Passaic County, and which cannot be changed 
by the county board, show that there isa tie in 
the Third District, where the Labor candidate 
wiped out the usual 750 Republican majority. 
{t is possible that the official count may change 
the reanltin Salem, but thisis not likely. Two 
or three districts elected members by only 2 to 
10 majority, and in these it is likely there may be 
contests, as the prize of the United States Sen- 
atorship makes it worth while to contest every 
district where there is a possibility of changing 
the result. 

The Republican leaders assert that the re- 
counts will show a Republican majority of two 
on joint ballot, and the Democratic leaders as- 
sert with equal confidence that they will show a 
Democratic majority of three. The suspense 
about the legislative result of the election is en- 
gendering excitement. The Democrats have 
started the cry that the Republicans mean to 
count them out, and that such a proceeding will 
not be peacefully submitted to, 


PENNSYLVANIA’S CONGRESSMEN. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—It is now finally 
settled that John Patton, Republican, of Clear- 
field County, defeats James Knox Polk Hall, 
Democrat, of Elk County, for Congress.

Still, Mahone is 
believed to be keeping his weather eve on Rid- 
dleberger’s seat and will throw himself into the 
fight next year. Now that the election 1s over 
several of the Democratic Congressmen bear 
witness tothe fact thatthe Federal appoint- 
ments cost them many votes. O’Ferrall boasted 
that he had reinoved every Republican Postmas- 
ter in his district, with the exception of several 
ladies. His majority of 1884 has been cut down 
from 3,500 to 500. Another Congressman says 
that a Post Office worth $36 a year gave him no 
eud of trouble in this campaign.

Boston, Nov. 4.—Corrections in the re- 
turns from the Ninth Congressional District in- 
crease Edward Burnett’s plurality to 324 and 
determine his election beyond a doubt. The 
friends of Congressman Ely assert that a re- 
count will pe demanded, but it is not 
probable that this can materially affect the 
result, Every return from the cities and towns 
of the district has been carefully scrutinized by 
friends of both candidates, but such discrepan- 
cies as ave been found have almost invariably, 
when rectified, increased Burnett's. plurality. 


Mr. Ely has accepted defeat and will personally 
make no attempt to question the result. 

Next in importance to the Congressional result 
in this State is the contest for the General Court. 
Nearly complete returns show this composition 
of the Legislature: Senate—Republicans, 25;

This is a gain for 
the Democrats of 3 Senators and 7 Representa- 
tives.

SHOT WITHOUT TRIAL. 


THE MURDERER PEDRO ROSENDEZ IL- 
LEGAL EXECUTION. 

LAREDO, Texas, Nov. 4.—One of the most 
extraordinary executions that ever took place 
in any country occurred at sunrise this 
morning in New-Laredo, just across the 
river from this place. The victim was 
Pedro Rosendez, the Mexican, who assassinated 
his alleged mistress, Senora Josefia Gomez, and 
her daughter, last Sunday morning, in the 
passenger coach of the Mexican National train 
as it entered the station in New-Laredo, 


Rosendez was executed by the legal authorities 
of Nuevo Leon three days after his crime, with- 
out the pretense of any hearing or trial of 
any oharacter. It is this fact that causes 
great sensation along the _ border. He 
was led from jail about_6 o’clock by a squad of 
six policemen. Just as they were ready to blind- 
fold. the prisoner he asked them not to blind- 
fold him but to permit him to smoke a cigarette. 
This privilege was readily granted. The doomed 
man stood facing the six Winchester rifles, delib- 
erately rolled his Spanish cigarette, struck a 
match, took half a dozen whifts, and then raised 
hisright hand asa signal for the officers to pro- 
ceed with their work. Of the six guns four 
had been loaded and simultaneously they rang 
out, and Rosendez fell, pierced with four bullets. 
His brains were scattered all around the spot 
where he stood. In half an hour, and before the 
public at large realized that the execution had 
taken place, his body had been carted away. 

The death warrant for this execution had been 
telegraphed from Guerro, the seat of the judicial 
authorities, and the latter could have known 
no particulars of the crime further than 
what they had read in the local paper 
at Guerro, which had a telegraphic account of 
the murder of Senora Gomez. An investigation 
into this remarkable execution showed that 


it was approved by President Diaz by telegraph. » 


The execution took place under a law that 
was passed by the Federal Congress last Sprin 

which declared that any one caught in the act o 

interfering with a railroad train should be 
shot to death at once, This is the 
first execution on the border under new 
law. Among more intelligent Mexicans the ap- 
proval by President Diaz, nearly 2,000 miles 
away from the scene, is regarded as an outrage 
on justice that nothing can condone. Rosendez 
had many inflnential relatives who were dum- 
founded on learning of his hasty execution.

PARDONS GAINED BY FRAUD. 

DETROIT, Mich,, Nov. 4.—A profound sen- 
sation was created at Jackson to-day by the 
revelation of the fact that the Board of In- 
spectors of the State Prison had been hastily 
summoned to meet, and had been holding a 
secret session throughout the day, examining 
into grave charges against Dr. W. H. Palmer. the 


prison physician, and that he had been tem- 
porarily suspended by the Inspectors. From 
what can be learned to-night it seems 
that fam Payton, the bank thief, whose 
discharge and good fortune were chronicled a 
week ago, is the author of the charges. He was 
detailed to act as Dr. !%lmevr’s secretary, and al- 
leges that he has been systematically er in 
the business of securing the discharge of prison- 
ers, in collusion with their friends, by first re- 
ceiving them in the prison hospital and alleging 
their serious sickness and finally certifying to 
the Governor the hopelessness of their cases, 
generally alleging pulmonary’ disease. On 
this ground the Governor has issued a 
pardon to allow the prisoner to go home to 
die. Itis a fact that several such pardons have 
been issued by Gov. Alger during tlie past year, 
and other applications are now pending. The 
prison ofticials positively refuse to divulge any- 
thing ‘at present. Dr. Palmer stoutly protests 
his innocence, but is greatly affected by the 
charges and has taken to his bed. He is promi- 
nent in social and politieal cireles and has always 
stood high. He says that allhe asks is a thor- 
ough investigation, and that, the Inspectors say, 
will be had.

ZANKOFF WANTS THE REGENTS 
TO RESIGN. 
WILLING TO TAKE OFFICE ON THAT CON- 
DITION—SIGNIFICANT TALK IN THE 
AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN PARLIAMENT. 


Sorta, Nov. 4.—M. Mutknuroff and M. 
Stambuloff have asked M. Zankoff if he would be 
witing to enter the Cabinet. He replied that he 
was willing to serve his country, but the present 
Government must first resign. 

A state of siege has been proclaimed at Philip- 
popolis for the purpose of suppressing the bands 
of brigands who are infesting the environs of the 
city and who are incited by Russian agents to 
deeds of violence. 


LonpDoN, Nov. 4.—One of the Bulgarian 
Ministers has written to the London Times's 
correspondent at Vienna appealing to Mr. Glad- 
stone, through the correspondent, to raise his 
voice again on behalf of the independence of 
Bulgaria. 


TrrNova, Nov. 4.—At a private sitting of 
Deputies to-day it was resolved to maintain the 


strongest opposition to concessions to the Rus- 
sian party. 

One of the Bulgarian conspirators against 
Prince Alexander, who escaped to Russia, has 


returned here. He says that the Czar received 
him and openly declared his intention 10 put an 
end to English intrigues in Bulgaria. 

The weeting of the Deputies was called to hear 
the Government’s explanation of its negotia- 
tions with Zankoff. M. Stambuloff made a state- 
ment which elicited a violent protest, all sec- 
tions, even the Zankoffites, repudiating the con- 
ditions imposed by Zankoff. 


Pestu, Noy. 4.—In the Austrian Delega- 
tion to-day President Smolka said that in view 
of the fact that it was found necessary to 
ask increased credits for the army it 
seemed likely that the House would be 
required to decide a weighty matter. 
The Emperor had thus far succeeded in 
maintaining peace, but whether it would be pos- 
sible to do so in the immediate future was a 
question which caused serious di&quietude. 
Faithful to old traditions, the delegation would 
leave nothing undone to make clearly under- 
stood the fact that the nation is firmly resolved 
to maintain the status of the empire in the 
councils of the great powers, and to defend itif 
necessary even with an ultima ratio, Count 
Kalnoky gave notice that the Emperor would 
receive the members of the delegation on Satur- 
day next. 

Inthe Hungarian Delegation Prime Minister 
Tisza said the members had a double duty to 
perform. First, they must endeavor to obtain a 
clear idea of the country’s foreign relations— 
whether the ee of the Government 
was a policy re the monarchy, and 
whether everything was being done to make its 
policy felt; second, they must make sure that 
the national forces were equal to those of other 

owers, not only in patriotism and devotion, but 
n strength and equipment. The peoples of the 
monarchy, especially Hungarian citizens in the 
east, must not be abandoned, even to avoid an 
armed collision. In conclusion heexpressed the 
hope that the Government would succeed in 
guarding the interests of the monarchy ana main- 
taining peace.

STRIKE, 


ARMOUR’S MEN ORDERED OUT BY THE 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Cuicaco, Nov. 4.—The strike at the 
stock yards took a new and perhaps very seri- 
ous turn to-night. To-morrow will probably 
decide whether there is to be a collapse 
or a@ protracted and more general strug- 
gle. The result depends upon the action 
taken to-morrow by Armour & Co.,’s 
butchers upon a mandate issued to-night by 
Master Workman Butler, of District Assembly 
No. 57, Knights of Labor. This evening, in the 
different assembly meetings, an order was read 
from Master Workman Butler calling out Ar- 
mour’s beef men to-morrow. It is asserted 
by many that Armour’s men will disregard 
the order and stay at work. Their refusal 
to obey would make them liable to expulsion 
from the Knights of Labor. It would,-however, 
doubtless settle the strike, there being little 
question that in such an event the employes of 
Morris and Swift would at once apply to be taken 
back. Should Armour’s men obey the order to 
quitit is generally conceded that another gen- 
eral strike of all classes of labor at the stock 
yards is almost inevitable. 

Swift had about 250 men at work to-day, and 
Morris 200. On Switt’s house notices were 
conspicuously posted offering laborers 20 
cents per hour, skilled butchers 20 to 
45 cents per hour, and beef loaders 28 
cents per hour. Fifteen carloads of live cattle 
were sent to Boston to-day, 2 to Albany, 2 to 
of agree ee 2 to Troy,4 to Newark, N. J., and 
15 to Providence. Dispatches were received 


-ffom butehers at Newburg, New-York, Washing- 


ton, Plainfield, New-Brunswick, and Paterson, 
N. J., and other Eastern points announcing their 
readinegs to kill cattle. Men were applying for 
work at the houses. A large number of butchers 
are now en route from Boston, Buffalo, and dif- 
ferent points in New-England. All the men who 
do not live near the yards or who do not care to 
go out are taken care of at thé houses. 


BARB WIRE FENOING. 


THE MANUFACTURERS AGREE TO AD- 
VANCE THE PRICE. 

Curoaao, Nov. 4.—The Barb Wire Manu- 
facturers’ Association, now in’session here, has 
captured the one or two manufacturers outside 
of the organization and is now in absolute con- 
trol of the barb wire business. ‘* Will the or- 
ganization just completed order an advance in 
the price of barb wire fencing ?” President E. J. 
Marsh was asked to-day. 


“The price has just been advanced $5 per ton, 
and a further advance of $2 50 per ton will be 
ordered for the 1st of January, 1887, but not 
for the reason that all the licensees are now mem- 
bers of the association. The raw material has 


been advanced $5 per ton in the last month, and 
of course we were under the necessity 
of advancing the manufactured article 
in proportion. Our Bessemer wire rods 
are imported, and the prices in England 
and «Germany have been advanced about 
12s. in the last two weeks, while the home 
manufacturers of whom we buy have recently 
formed a pool and advanced the price of plain 
wire. The plain wire manufacturers now work 
on a plan similar to that of the steel rail pool 
and can regulate the price as they see fit. This 
being the case there was nothing for us to do 
but to advance the price of barb wire fencing to 
correspond with the increased cost of the raw 
material.” 

** You spoke of importing the raw material. 
What about the duty on it ?”’ 

* Well, the duty amounts to $9 per ton. the 
result of a flaw inthe tariff. The tariff reads 
that the duty shall be $13 60 per ton on No. 5 
rods and $9 per ton on all other unclassified 
sizes. The foreign manufacturers are sharp 
enouzh to make the rods one size smaller and 
thus save the difference, which amounts to $4 60 
per ton.”

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
speaking of the Mayoralty contest in New-York, 
says: ‘The vote for Henry George is by far the 
most important political event of the day. Itis 
a message of hope from the New World to the 
Old—an unexpected light bursting forth ina 
dark place.

WCABE DECLARED INSANE 


THE EX-ALDERMAN _ESOAPES 
TRIAL FOR BRIBERY. 
EXPERT PHYSICIANS SATISFY THA 

COURT AND JURY THAT M’CABE {9 
NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR HIS ACTS, 
Ex-City Judge Josiah Sutherland sat on 
the bench in the Court of Generai Sessions yes- 
terday with City Judge Rufus B. Cowing when 
the case of the People against ex-Alderman 
Franeis McCabe, indicted for receiving a twenty- 
thousand-dollar bribe, was called. District At- 
torney Martine and Assistant District Attor- 
neys De Lancey Nicoll, Gunning 8. Bedford, 
and Col. John R. Fellows were within 
the railing which separated them from the 
prisoner’s lawyers, William F, Howe, Abra- 
ham H. Hummel, and Richard S. Newcombe, 
Ex-Alderman McCabe, careworn but seemingly 
attentive to all that was going on about him, sat 
with Deputy Sheriff McGonigal. A jury was 
quickly called and the 12 men took their seats. 
The District Attorney asked. whether any of 
them were personally acquainted with the pris- 
oner. None of them answered. Then Lawyer 
Howe asked whether any of them had the honos 
of a personal acquaintanceship with either Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine or any of his accom. 
plished assistants. There was no response. The 
lawyer asked whether any of the jurors had any 
prejudice for or against the prisoner. The sixth 
juror had a decided opinion and was excused. 
Another juror was chosen and the jury wag 
sworn. 


It was understood that the jury was simply ta 
decide upon the sanity of the prisoner. Lawyer, 
Howe addressed the jury upon the subject, say- 
ing that the law had mercifully provided that 
no person of unsound mind should be triea for a 
The proceeding at law was not insti- 
tuted by the prisoner, but was brought at the 
request of ane who many years ago became his 
wite, and Ho was to-day his best friend om 
earth. While sleighing in 1882 McCabe mev 
with an accident which made him a physical 
wreck. He became afflicted with dementia, and 
the injury was the beginning of the disease. 
Now he was a mental wreck. Like old Timon of 
Athens, he knew not what wes going on, and he 
knew not now. While a member of the Board of 
Aldermen of 1884 he, with others, voted for @ 
tranchise for the Broadway Surface Railroad. 
For that vote indictments were found against 
many of the Aldermen, and McCabe was one of 
the number. The jury had nothing whatever 
to do with the question of bribery or any other 
crime. They were merely to decide whether the 
prisoner was sane or insane. 

Mrs. Mary V. McCabe, wife of the prisoner,/ 
was the first witness. She testified that she was 
married to Mr. McCabe on June 24,1861. Upto 
1882 her husband was inthe real estate busi- 
ness. Upto that yearhe had a good memory, 
and was exceedingly prompt in keeping engage- 
ments. He was a careful, attentive business 
mman. On Feb. 6, 1882, he met with an accident. 
He was sieigh riding with his sister. When 
brought home he was put to bed and remained 
there 10 days. His head and right arm were 
badly injured. He was confined to the house 
about seven weeks. He was attended by the 
late Dr. James R. Wood. The prisoner’s sister 
was also seriously injured and had never fully, 
recovered. After the accident her husband’s 
loss of memory was especially noticeable. : 

Mrs. McCabe related several instances to show 
that her husband had been very forgetful since 
the accident. She remembered a suit against her 
husband for damages. He paid no attention to, 
the case, and judgment against him by defaul¥, 
was found for $3,000. Forthe last four years 
she had sought to conceal the fact that her hus- 
band was losing his reason. He would lie on the 
sota for hours and would never speak. She often 
spoke of having him examined as to his sanity. 
He would hold @ newspaper in his hand for am 
hour without turning it, and pretend to be 
reading. During the last mouth the witness sold 
18 or 20 horses, trucks, and such things as a con- 
tractor would use in his business. Her husband 
had purchased all of this property and had no 
use for it. She remembered a contract made by 
her husband to make some excavationsin Eighty- 
first-street, and had ample facilities for doing the 
work. The work was to have been done by Aug. 
1, and if not finished by that time he was notte 
be paid anything. He permitted his horses, 
trucks, and men to remain-idle for days, and 
failed to carry out his contract, thereby losing 
$3,000 or $4,000. 

Ex-Surgeou-General William A. Hammond, 
employed by McCabe’s lawyers, was the next 
witness. He said he had paid four visits to ex- 
Alderman McCabein Ludlow-Street Jail. McCabe 
was in a condition of senile dementia, approach- 
ing imbecility, and the disease would advance. 
McCabe did not have a clear idea of what was 
going on around him. So faras the witness could 
observe, McCabe would be willing to remain in 
Ludlow-Street Jail all the rest of his life. He 
could not regard McCabe’s condition as danger- 
ous to the community. He thought that in the 
course of a not very long time the ex-Alderman 
would be incapable of taking care of himself. It 
was the witness’s decided opinion that McCabe 
Was insane. 

Dr. Meredith Clymer, who said he had made a 
specialty of mental and nervous diseases, testi- 
fied that he also had visited McCabe in the Lud- 
low-Street Jail. He satistied himself at once 
that McCabe's insanity was not feigned. There 
was a failure of mental capacity. The injury 
which McCabe received in 1882 had affected his 
mind. 

District Attorney Martine called Dr. Alexan- 
der E. Macdonald, of the City Asylum for the In- 
sane on Ward’s Island. Dr. Macdonald said hg 
had examined the prisoner twice. He found 
McCabe in a poor, miserable condition. His mem- 
ory was very defective and his mind was slug- 
gish and worked very slowly. Hedid not seent 
to know exactly where he was, how long he had 
been there, or how he had got there. The wit 
ness believed McCabe was suffering from de- 
mentia, and it was not likely that he would ever 
recover. He should certainly be sent to an asy- 
lum. The witness did not think it possible for 
the prisoner to be shamming. 

Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, the next witness 
called by District Attorney Martine, said 
that he somewhat disguised himself—tried 
to leok as much like a criminal as he 
could—ard went to Ludlow-Street Jail. Ha 
took breakfast at the same table with Me- 
Cabe and the other prisoners, and was turned 
out into the yard with them for an airing. ke 
had excellent opportunities for observing Mc- 
Cabe and of conversing with him. He found Mc- 
Cabe listless and indifferent. It was imapossib’e 
to getastraight story from him. His mental 
weakness was undoubtedly produced by thé 
wound on the right side of his head. The wit- 
ness helieved MeCabe to be hopeiessly insane, 
and that he should be confined m an asylum. 

After this testimony Judge Cowmg submitted 
the case to the jury, telling the jurymen they 


were not called upon to cousider whether MeCabe 


was guilty of any crime. They were to decide 
upon his sanity. The doctors had agreed that 
he was insane, and the court was satistied that 
the prisoner should not be. put upon trial. The 
jury agreed with the physicians and the Judge. 

District Attorney Martine moved that MeCabe 
be re-committed to Ludlow-Street Jail. Lawyer 
Newcombe said that it appeared from all the tes- 
timony that McCabe was insane at the time of 
the alleged bribery, and was about to ask that 
MeCabe should be committed to the care of his 
wife, when Judge Cowing said he would hear at 
another time any motion concerning the com- 
mitment of the prisoner. Then McCabe wag 
taken back to Ludiow-Street Jail.

SOME HIT AND MISS CHAT 


STRAY BITS OF GOSSIP FROM 
AN OBSERVER'S NOTEBOOKR. 
GOOD DONE BY STEALTH IN WALL- 
STREET—-JAY GOULD’S DISCOVERY— 

PET DOGS ABUNDANT. 


Wall-street is a very wicked place if half 
the stories told of it are true, for the popular 
representation is that selfishness, lax morals, 
plots, and counterplots comprise the daily rou- 
tine round about the Stock Exchange. Clever- 
ness cutshines probity and one continua! grab 
game progresses there, so current history insists 
on hayingit; the man witha conscience is a 
stranger or an outcast there, a spark of gen- 
erosity would bring ostracism and  ocon- 
tempt, a good deed would be a atigma. 
And what arrant nonsense there is in 
all this! Jim Fisk, his extrayagances and 
his escapades, gave the picture of the typical 
stock broker to the world. The novel, the play, 
and the anecdote all insist on depicting the Wall- 
street man as a sort of a Croesus on a spree. And 
deeds of corporation robbery, known but not 
punished, spoliation that courts have winked at, 
pillage that Wall-street machinery has been used 
to expedite—these have added to the portrait of 
drunken Creesus a bludgeon. Such a picture, 
surely, is not inspiriting; had it any likeness to 
the reality, then indeed would Wall-street 
deserve all the bitter sneers and  sus- 
picions that are directed there, and then 
.there would be foundation, perhaps, for the 
prophecy of a recent magazinist that the day is 
coming and 1s not now far distant when the 
Stock Exchange shall be butamemory, But 
Wall-street is no such place, Bad is there and 
bad is conspicuous. But the bad is not so abun- 
dant as the good. Theaverage Wall-street man 
is neither a robber nor a bummer; the members 
of the New-York Stock rareegs ie may not all be 
philosophers or pious praters of prayers; but no- 
where in the business world of this country does 
manhood count: for more; nowhere is integrity 
more the test. 

Ihave a special story to tell that relates to 
one or two Wall-street characteristics. A little 
more than a week ago THE TIMES’s news col- 
umns told of the death of Henry C. Ehlers, a 
young man.whose genial manners made him 

nown in Wall-street. Ehters last Summer 
hadn’ta penny. Hard luck had come upon him; 
a little money that he had possessed had gone 
kiting away on a flyer in speculation. He was 
away down in the dumps one evening when [ 
met him atthe Windsor Hotel. “It’s no use,” 
he gaid, ‘fortune is dead against me. I’m 
in a hole and I can’t. get out.” It wasn’t 
@ cool evening when he told me this; indeed, the 
average citizen was seeking stray breezes in the 
country and the unfortunates in town were 
swearing at the sultriness that abounded; but 
for allthat Ehlers wore an overcoat. He was 
just as sensitive to hot weather as anybody else; 
butevenin July an overcoat is a handy thing to 
have around—if there are patches on your trou- 
sers. Poor Ehlers! He was wearing tho 
patches then; hence the November overcoat 
in July weather. Two evenings later I came 
across him again. The overcoat was gone; his 
pantaloons were new; he was on the high wave 
of hope again. Over on the opposite side of the 
Windsor’s corridor sat one of the hotel’s regular 
guests, a quiet, bearded man, with intelligence 
and determination on his face; a man prominent 
in Wall-street and the railway world generally, 
one of the projectors of New-York’s elevated rail- 
way system, anda man who for years has carried 
on an uncompromising fight against the Cyrus 
Field gang of financial buccaneers—a man known 
in the Wall-street parlance as a “hustler,” a 
fighter—not much suspected, perhaps, of senti- 
mentality. 

“T’ma bullon that man,” ejaculated Ehlers, 
“the biggest bull in the world, and [’ll tell you 
why.” Briefly, Ehlers’s why was this; that man 

had detected the patch on the trousers and with- 
out wordor parade had bought 200 shares of stock 
whose price was rising inthe market and had 
sent Ehlers word that he could enjoy the profits. 
And Ehlers was about the happiest boy in New- 
York; ,ood fortune had come not only when’ it 
was leas} expected, but it had come from a 
source om which there had been no sort of claim, 
for Ehlers knew this man of affairs only slightly, 
not well enough to ask him for any favor. 

It happened not long atter that Ehlers’s bene- 
factor, whom I have counted among my friends 
‘for some years, discovered that I knew of this 
particular piece of generosity. Did he do the 
usual thing and say, ** Well, if you want to print 
this story be sure to get my name right—here's 
my card”? Nothe. He was confused; he fairly 

blushed; I suspect he was half tempted to deny 
the whole thing, “I want you to do me one 
favor,” he said. “ Please do not mention this 
eircumstance. It is a mere nothing, and it might 
embarrass Ehlers if he thought it had leaked 
out.” He didn’t know that Ehlers himself was 
my authority. He had simply done good for 
good’s sake; he was averse to bulletining it for 
advertising purposes; he wanted no glory; he 
was even careful of the feelings of the poor 
fellow whom he had helped—a sort of careful- 
nese that isn’t a general public weakness, I sus- j 
pect. { 

Ehlers died. Need for money was over. But 
he had not drawn all the profits that had accrued 
on the 200 shares of atock; there remained still 
to his credit $800 or $1,000, If the popular 
Wall-street picture is true, if the grab game is 
the be-all and end-all of Wall-street life, then’ 
the thing that this friend of the live Ehlers did, 
was calmly to pocket the dead Eblers’s money. 
Why shouldn’t he? The cash was in his own 
hands. There was no hindrance in the way. 
Why shouldn’t he? 
“into the market” toafford him help; Ehlers 

being dead, no longer needing help, of course 
the profits accumulated were not Ehlers’s at all. 
It waa simply this man’s own money. He had 
intended to give it to Ehlers, but Ehlers not 
being alive to take it, of course, the only thing to 


do was to keep it. I know persons who could}}’ 


reason it in this way; yes,and put the case 
atronger and more speciously, too. 

But this Wall-street man is not much on 
logic perhaps anyhow he didn’t act on this 
logical line. Instead, after reading THE Trmgs's; 
obituary notice of Ehlers hesent for me and said: 
“‘T want you to do me a personal favor; I want 
you to find out for me whether Ehlers’s father 
and mother are living. He told me once that his 
people were poor, Ifthey are this money that 
remains in my hands will be of some help to 
them. Let nobody know of this.” I found that’ 
both father and mother were dead, but 
that two sisters were living in an Ohio 
town, When I reported this my friend said: 
“Then they shall have the money. The amount 
in my hand is about $800, but I will make ita, 
round $1,000, so that the girls may have $500. 
apiece. Only I want you to give them the money 
and say nothing to them about me whatever. 
Thanks? No, I haven’t done this for thanks; it 
is quite enough for me to know that I am doing 
what Ehlers would like done were he able to do’ 
it himself.” 

Goodness by stealth! I'd read of such a thing 
in poetry and heard hints of it in fanciful ser- 
mons. But full face to face with it—and that in 
Wall-street—there did somehow seem an ele- 
ment of strangeness in it. But Miss FEblers is 
coming to New;York, and it won’t be long before 
I hand her in person, for herself and sister, the 
full sum, if she will accept it, I would like to 
print right here, in good clear characters, the 
name of this man who has done this honest and 
generous deed. But I ‘know too well that it 
would pain him and_ offend him if I did, and the 
very uniqueness of his act entitles him to have 
his own will heeded. 

“ There are lots of menin Wall-street who do 
these things quietly.” These were his words to 
me yesterday, uttered as if half in excuse for his 
big-hearted conduct. Between Wall-street pict- 
ures [ ed this that he presents as against the 
cheap daubed sneer that the public too often is 
shown, a

There is very interesting reading in our 
Washington dispatches this morning. They 
point out some of the causes, for instance, 
of Col. Morrison’s weakness, quite uncon- 
nected with his views on the tariff ques- 
tion. Itis enough to say that he was quite 
opposed in theory and practice to the civil 
service reform policy of the Administration, 
and that that did not strengthen him. At 
the same time it must be borne in mind that 
with regard to the offices in his own district it 
was he and not the reformers that had his 
pwn way, and he reaped very much as he 
sowed. The patronage he got and the use 
he made of it hurt him; it did not help him. 
The same result was brought about in In- 
diana. The reform policy was notoriously 
waived there. The old spoils doctrine was 
given a very free swing. The Republicans 
have captured the State, and with it secured 
the United States Senator. In Kentucky there 
have been Democratic losses proportioned 
tothe squabbling over the appointments. 
In Michigan “patronage” was wasted in an 
attempt to capture a Senator. The best 
showing the Democrats have made any- 
where is in Massachusetts, where the busi- 
ness principle in appointments has been 
most closely followed, and where it was 
most distinctly approved by the party 
action. In North Carolina the man who 
was allowed to defeat Mr. Cox, the civil 
service reformer, for the nomination, has 
himself been defeated. It is the plainest 
lesson of the canvass that patronage is a 
source of weakness, and it is one that not 
only the spoilsmen but the President may 
well take to heart.

Of the 35 Democrats who voted against 
the consideration of the Morrison Tariff 
pill 18 failed of renomination. Of the 
17 who re-entered the field 4 have been 
fefeated, leaving only 13 to renew, in the 
next Congress if they care to, the exper- 
{ment tried in the present one. 


Among the gains of the Democrats in Mas- 
yachusetts at the recent election were three 
State Senators and seven members of the 


Jower branch of the Legislature. One of 
the features of this gain is the defeat 
‘ef the purpose of the recent “gerry- 
_mander” of the State. Whereit was spe- 
cially intended to give a certain political 
character to a district by ap eccentric divis- 
ion of territory the result in several in- 
stances turned out the wrong wax. If this

wretched gerrymandering trick were always 
properly resented it would become a failure 
and be abandoned. People in general are 
willing an apportionment should be fairly 
made and representative districts compact- 
ly and symmetrically arranged; it is only 
the politicians that seek an unfair advan- 
tage in the districting. Honest voters ought 
to resent this kind of trick for its mean- 
ness and dishonesty and defeat its purpose, 
as they seem to have done in some cases in 
Massachusetts.

It is unfort- 
unate that his case should have been 
chosen for trial, but we can see no reason 
for blaming the District Attorney on 
that account. Men are presumed to 
be sane until it appears that they 
are insane, and it does not appear that 
anybody outside of his intimate friends 
believed McCaBE to be insane until his in- 
sanity was formally set up as a reason why 
he should not be tried. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. MARTINE may see his way to the 
arraignment of a sane bribe giver and his 
conviction for his next attempt. JAKHNE 
is already in prison, and he should he 
joined by somebody who can furnish an 
occular demonstration that the giving of 
bribes to Aldermen is an offense of the same 
gravity as the taking of bribes by Alder- 
men. 

A grain of good sense has been imported 
into French discussions of the Egyptian 
question by Mr. JOHN LEMOINNE, who says 
that this is not properly a European ques- 
tion, and that France would blunder in 
summoning England to evacuate Egypt. 
France had her opportunity several years 
ago to operate with England in restoring 
order to the Khédive’s domains, and as she 
did not then accept it, a dog-in-the-manger 
diplomacy now is out of place. If the 
Suez Canal was the fruit of French 
enterprise, yet it is not now French 
property, and its importance to England as 
a route to India and Burmah dwarfs its 
convenience to France as a route to Ton- 
quin. British occupation of Egypt is very 
far from being a mere hoarding of wealth 
from the resources of the Nile Valley. It is 
costly in money and in the lives of troops. 
If Great Britain chooses to prolong her par- 
tial occupation for the present under such 
circumstances, it is not clear how France is 
suffering by her decision. 

By patient continuance in ill-doing M. 
ZANKOFF has succeeded in bettering his 
prospects for obtaining a share in the Regen- 
cy. The news comes that overtures have 
been made to him on this subject, and that 
he has somewhat loftily proposed to get rid 
of the present Regency before taking partin 
@ new one. If the overtures have been 
made it is a sign of weakening. 
Even the introduction of ZANKOFF 
into the present body would give it a 
pro-Russian cast. Why this proposition 
should be made is not obvious, but Russia 
is familiar. with the principle that it is 
easier to influence a few men who stand at 
the head of affairs than a whole nation. 
ZANKOFF must feel that events vibrate very 
perceptibly in Bulgaria, where from being 
stiginatized as a conspirator one day he is 
sounded on the next as tothe terms upon 
which he will consent to become a Regent. 








Asiatic cholera has been slowly making 
its way northward in Europe, and at last 
it appears in Vienna. Months ago it be- 
gan its march at Brindisi. Passing up 
the western shore of the Adriatic, it tar- 
ried for a time in Venice and passed east- 
ward to Trieste and Fiume. From the 
head of the Adriatic it crossed to Buda- 
Pesth, on the Danube, and it now prevails 
there and in neighboring villages. Thus 
far only one case has been reported in 
Vienna, and it is not probable that many 
cases will be found there. Fortunately. 
the progress of the disease this year has 
not been marked by great mortality. 

TARIFF REFORM IN CONGRESS. 

It appears to us that some of the friends 
of tariff reform are unduly discouraged by 
the results of the late Congressional elec- 
tions and too ready to infer that nothing 
will be done for the reform of the tariff in 
the next Congress. The most important 
feature of the elections, or at least the one 
that attracts the most attention, is the de- 
feat of Col. Morrison in Illinois and the 
narrow escape from defeat of Mr. CARLISLE 
in Kentucky. The latter had nothing to do 
with the views of Mr. CARLISLE on the 
tariff, nd was as nearly as anything in pol- 
itics can be a pure accident. The defeat of 
Mr. MORRISON was mainly on the issue 
of protection, but it is to be noted, 
in the first place, that his opponents had to 
take a candidate who was by no means @ 
representative of extreme protectionism, 
and in the next place that they had to make 
use of the Knights of Labor organization in 
the district, which was influenced only in- 
directly, if at all, by the tariff views of Col. 
Morrison. Had the gentlemen of the Iron 
and Steel Association chosen to spend enough 
money, and had they worked as shrewdly 
and unscrupulously with the labor yote, 
they might have defeated Mr. Cox in this 
city or Mr. BrtmMontTon LongIsland. They 
concentrated their efforts on Mr. MORRISON, 
and accomplished their purpose. They were 
aided, moreover, by some peculiarities in 
Mr. MoRRISON’s own record, to which we 
have alluded elsewhere. 

More significant, though less conspicuous, 
is the Democratic lossin Virginia and the 
tendency shown very generally by Demo- 
cratic candidates like VANCE, in the First 
Connecgicut District, to court the pro- 
tectionist vote. But these indications are 
very much more than offset by the victories 
won by the revenue reformers in Massa- 
chusetts, where the issue was definitely 
made. And in these Eastern contests it is 
to be noted that the protection “humbug,” 
as HENRY GEORGE calls it, did not have the 
strength it was supposed to have among the 
workmen of the factory towns. On the 
contrary, wherever the question was 
boldly and clearly argued before them 
voters of this class showed no special in- 
clination toward nrotection, In the North- 


-others. 


west, in Minnesota and Nebraska, where 
the Democrats have made gains, it is 
worthy of attention that the Republican 
candidates were either revenue reformers, 
so that the issue was not raised at all, or 
that where it was raised the protectionists 
had the worst ot it. It is, therefore, a per- 
fectly reasonable inference that, so far as 
the next Congress is influenced by public 
opinion as to the reform of the taritf, it will 
be inclined more toward reform than the 
present Congress has been. 

But there is another fact that must be 
borne in mind, which is, that it is now 
almost certain that there will be a large 
surplus that cannot be used in reduction of 
the debt, and that can be avoided only by a 
reduction of taxation. This may, and we be- 
lieve will, have a great influence with pub- 
lic opinion. The people of the United States 
are not given to voting on abstract issues. 
They never have done it, save in the case of 
the limitation of slavery, and that was an 
exception more apparent thanreal. They 
have too much of the English polit- 
ical temper to be seduced into reg- 
ulating their political action by 
ideal or by sentimental considerations. 
But when that action is called out by mat- 
ters of direct practical interest it is apt to 
be very energetic, and for the purpose in- 
volved very effective. If the people come 
to a realization of the fact that money is 
being taken out of their pockets for no good 
use, which must either be squandered in 
extravagant appropriations or heaped up in 
the Treasury, they will take prompt meas- 
ures to see that taxation is reduced. And 
whenit comes to a question whether the 
taxes shall be taken off from liquors and 
tobacco, or from the materials of manufact- 
ure, the choice will not be doubtful or long 
delayed. Ifthecase shall be presented in 
this way, as there is every reason to think 
that it will be, tariff reform will come about 
with a certainty that will surprise a good 
many theorists on both sides of the question. 


PROFITING BY EXPERIENCE. 

“The sentiment is general,” says one of 
our American contemporaries, “that the 
politicians must take the labor vote into 
account.” We have no doubt that politi- 
cians Will take the labor vote ‘‘into ac- 
count.” Mr. BLAINE and his organs and his 
captains of fifties are already doing so. 
From his first speech at Sebago Lake to 
the end of his stumping tour at Trenton 
Mr. Buatne talked constantly of labor 
and of little else. And now his chief 
thought is how he can make HENRY 
GEORGE’s 68,000 voters in New-York 
useful to himself in his candidacy 
two years hence. Mr. BLarNe desires 
above all things that the workingmen shall 
vote for him in 1888, but in exchange for 
their votes he has nothing better to offer 
them than his old barren chatter about pro- 
tection and the competition of negro labor. 
The Democratic politicians also will cast 
about to win the labor vote for themselves. 
They need its help to enable them to grasp 
the spoils. But neither Mr. BLAINE nor the 
Democratic spoils-seeking politicians are 
likely to take into serious account the 
actual purposes of the Henry George party 
—much less are they likely to make any at- 
tempt to satisfy its reasonable demands. 

On the other side of the water they are 
paying some attention to the large vote for 
HENRY GEoRGE. The St. James’s Gazette 
declares that this vote is an ‘ unpleasant 
fact.” ‘*The election should cause all re- 
spectable Americans,” it says, “to forget 
the trumpery of party fights and political 
indifferentism, and to face the new danger 
that is threatening the Commonwealth.” 
The ‘“‘new danger’ must be faced—there 
is no doubt about that. But how? 
The editor of the St. James’s Ga- 
zette, whose imperviousness to new ideas 
is greater even than that of the average 
Englishman, would face it, of course, by 
coercion just as he and those who think 
with him have for so many years faced Ire- 
land’s demands for a redress of grievances. 

In this country, where, if we are not 
freer we are at least more open-minded than 
the British, we do not believe that the 
“new danger’ created by the casting of 
68,000 votes for HENRY GEORGE will be 
“faced” in this way. Butthisis the ques- 
tion with which statesmen, politicians, and 
legislators should immediately and soberly 
concern themselves. It is not difficult to 
read the meaning of this uprising or to sep- 
arate what is reasonable in the demands 
formulated by the George party from 
that which is unreasonable. Shall these 
reasonable demands be met as Lovis 
XVI. met the demands of the French 
people for emancipation from _ the 
unspeakable abuses of the old régime? 
Shall they be met as GerorGe III. 
met the demands of the American colonies 
for representation in the Parliament which 
imposed taxes upon them? Shall they be 
met as English Ministers until the passage 
of the Land act and the introduction of Mr, 
GLADSTONE’S Home Rule bill have met Ire- 
land’s demands? Or shall they be met as 
GLADSTONE in 1886 met the demand for 
home rule? The wrongs of which Mr. 
GEORGE’s followers may justly complain are 
by no means so great in amount or so griev- 
ous in kindas those of the peasantry in 
France under the Bourbon domination, or of 
the peasantry in Ireland under Saxon rule, 
but they are great enough to beget a dis- 
content which will enforce its demands 
for some remedy. 

Mr. Henry GEORGE, during the excite- 
ment of the campaign, made one or two un- 
fortunate references to the French Revolu- 
tion. We do not believe that he has the 
least idea that the “‘ horrors” of the French 
Revolution are about to repeat themselves 
here. His expressions to that effect, as- 
suming that he was correctly reported, 
were doubtless hasty and ill considered. 
But it might be profitable for those who 
take an interest in the growth and 
future of Mr. GEORGE’s ideas and of 
Mr. GeorGr’s party to glance at some good 
history of the French Revolution. It is 
foolish not to profit by the experience of 
Perhaps we may find something 
in the story of the changes wrought in 
France to enable us to make the slighter 
changes which seem to be required here 
with a good -deal less trouble. MIGNET, 
who is one of the most clear-sighted 
historians of the French Revolution, 


points 


‘out succinctly and vividly 
the mistakes which led to the “horrors” to 
which Mr. GrEorRGE has made reference, 
When the States-General came together in 
1789 the King and his Ministers thought 
that the financial crisis was the main 
trouble. Their chief anxiety was to make a 
satisfactery budget, and the speeches with 
which they opened the session of the 5th of 
May showed that they were not disposed 
to pay much attention to the silly demands 
of the rabble for the abolition of privileges 
and that sort of thing. MIGNET shows their 
deplorable niistake and he indicates what 
their course should have been in the follow- 
ing passage: 

“Tt behooved the King to associate himself 
with their works. He might in that way have 
re-established his power, and have guaranteed 
himself against a revolution by accomplishing it 
himself. If, taking the initiative in reforms, he 
had fixed with firmness but with justice the new 
order of things; if, realizing the desires of 
France, he had defined the rights of 
citizens, the powers of the States-General, 
and the limits of royal authority; if he had relin- 
quished arbitrary power for himself, and had 
annulled inequality for the nobles, and the priv- 
ileges of the orders; finally,if he had accom- 
plished all the reforms which were demanded by 
opinion, and which were effected by the Constit- 
uent Assembly, he would have prevented the 
fatal dissensions which broke out later.” 


There is no occasion for “fatal dissen- 
sions” in accomplishing the changes which 
Mr. GEORGE and his friends seek to bring 
about. Some of them, like Mr. GEORGE’s 
proposed taxation of land, are absurd and 
will never be brought about. But whether 
those changes which are proper to be made 
will be accomplished without serious polit- 
ical embarrassments and social disturbances 
depends upon the spirit in which the demand 
for them is met. 


THE HARVARD CELEBRATION. 

Harvard College begins to-day a four 
days’ celebration of the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of its foundation. The 
actual “foundation day” is the 7th of 
November, the General Court of the Colony 
of Massachusetts Bay having on that date 
in 1636 voted to give four hundred pounds 
“‘towards a school or college, whereof two 
hundred pounds shall be paid the next year 
and two hundred pounds when the work is 
finished, and the next Court to appoint 
where and what building.” It was 
two years later that JoHN HARVARD, 
a young clergyman lately settled in 
Charlestown, died leaving his hbrary of 
about 300 volumes and one-half his estate 
to the new college. This endowment was 
more than double the amount given by the 
colony, and the institution was named for 
its first benefactor. The name of Newtown 
was changed to Cambridge on account of 
the locating there of the first American col- 
lege. The beginning was, of course, small, 
and the first class that ‘‘ commenced” bach- 
elor, that isto say graduated, in 1642, con- 
sisted of nine persons. 


The founding of this college within thirty 
years after the first permanent settlement 
within what is now the United States, less 
than sixteen years after the landing of the 
Pilgrims and only seven years after the 
establishment of the Colony of Massachu- 
setts Bay, is very significant of the charac- 
ter of the people who founded that colony. 
There were among them several ‘“Cam- 
bridge men,” and the young dissenting 
clergyman, whose origin has only lately 
been drawn from what seemed to be 
an impenetrable obscurity, was a 
scholar from Emmanuel College. The 
first thought of these men, after secur- 
ing for themselves freedom of worship, 
was to provide for the education of youth, 
and they were ambitious to make an early 
beginning for that ‘liberal’ education 
which they cherished so highly as one of 
the advantages they had left behind them 
in the Old World. Considering the size and 
the resources of the colony at that time the 
first provision was a liberal one. The char- 
ter of government for the college first 
framed in 1640, and somewhat extended in 
the next ten years, still exists, with little 
change. The celony continued to foster the 
institution with care and with many sub- 
stantial gifts, and in the first Consti- 
tution of the State of Massachu- 
setts, adopted in 1780, its rights and 
privileges were secured and made 
perpetual. The corporation, consisting of 
the President, Treasurer, and five Fellows, 
was originally made self-perpetuating 
through the power of its members to fill 
vacancies, and that which exists to-day de- 
rives its life by unbroken succession from 
that which was established in 1640. The 
most radical change that has been made in 
the system of government of the college took 
place less than twenty years ago, when for 
the first time the Legislature of Massachnu- 
setts gave up its prerogative of electing the 
Board of Overseers, and turned the institu- 
tion over to the care of its graduates. But 
that was a most important and significant 
change, and the development of the uni- 
versity since it took place has far exceeded 
allits previous growth. 

Down to 1869, when that change had 
gone into effect, and when Mr. ELIOT was 
chosen to preside over the institution, Har- 
vard, though the oldest of American col- 
leges, had no acknowledged supremacy. 
Its methods were not greatly different from 
those of other colleges, its facilities were 
not materially greater than those of some 
of its rivals, and the scope of its studies 
was much the same as theirs. In number 
of students it did not lead. In half a gen- 
eration it has advanced with wonderful 
strides. In buildings, in library, in all the 
facilities that contribute to the work of 
education it has clearly taken the lead, 
while the number of its students has much 
more than doubled, and its teaching force 
has increased in far greater proportion. To- 
day the instructors in its various depart- 
ments number nearly 200, and its student 
population is more than 1,600. 

This advance has been due mainly to a 
recognition of the needs and requiremenis 
of the times and to a liberalizing of meth- 
ods in the choice of studies, in modes of in- 
structions and in matters relating to disci- 
pline. Now the student who resorts to Har- 
vard is required to have a broad and ample 
preparation, but when he has passed his ex- 
amination for admission he is not confined 
to narrow lines of prescribed study. The 
ample page of. knowledge, “rich with the 
spoils of time,” is antolled before him, and 
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he is allowed to choose with few restrictions 
the subjects of his mental pursuit. The 
amount and quality of his work alone is 
made the care of the authorities over him, 
and in matters of conduct and discipline 
his volition and personal sense of responsi- 


bility are largély consulted. 


There is no doubt that the liberal and 
progressive policy that has been adopted at 
Harvard is that which enables the institu- 
tion to present a contrast with its humble 
beginnings of fWo centuries and a half ago 
somuch more striking than it would have 
been if this anniversary had happened twen- 
ty years earlier. This same policy and the 
spirit which has been introduced by it give 
promise, that the growth of the past which 
is now to be celebrated is but a preparation 
for the great work which Harvard Univer- 
sity is destined to do for education, en- 
lightenment, and progress in this country. 


THE LIBERALS AND THE IRISH. 

The Liberal Party of England occupies 
just now a highly respectable position, the 
respectability of which will by and by 
manifest itself even to the average British 
intelligence. For a generation or more the 
policy of the Tory Party has been that of 
adopting Liberal measures when it became 
evident that the nation was in favor of 
them. When DisRakELt described PEEL as 
having caught the Whigs bathing and 
stolen their clothes he foretold what would 
be his own line of action when he became 
Prime Minister. 

If the Liberals had chosen to imitate this 
policy they might have kept Lord Satis- 
BURY out, and they might now put him ont. 
It would be necessary only for the Liberal 
leaders to profess that they had been con- 
vinced that the time for introducing a meas- 
ure of home rule had not yet come, and to de- 
vote themselves to attacks on the Ministry 
which the superior debating strength of the 
Liberals would have enabled them to do 
with every prospect of success. 

In other words, in order to get back to 
office the Liberals need oniy have thrown 
overboard their principles and their leader. 
This is what the mere political tacticians 
would have done, from ‘ Dizzy” down to 
his latest imitator, who inherits at least his 
impudence. Thisis what the Liberals de- 
clare with emphasis that they will not do. 
They stand by Mr. GLADSTONE and the 
principle of his measure and wait 
for the people of England to advance 
to their position. They are warned 
by the leading newspapers that by its 
fanatical adherence to principle “the Glad- 
stonian party sentences itself to long ex- 
clusion from power.” The party has taken 
this risk with its eyes open. It might have 
averted it if it had taken the ground that 
politics are a game, and not a serious pur- 
suit in which there are more important 
things to be done than to get your op- 
ponents out of power. It has chosen these 
objects and chosen to wait for its Parlia- 
mentary majority until the people come to 
its way of thinking rather than to dissemble 
its beliefs or its purposes. 

Next to Mr. GLADSTONE . himself, the 
credit for this attitude of the party seems 
to belong to Mr. JoHN MORLEY, who has 
been the central figure of the Liberal con- 
ference at Leeds. As things stand now, 
there should be no question of the succes- 
sion to the Liberal leadership. Lord Hart- 
INGTON and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN have taken 
themselves out of the competition while 
the Irish question remains the chief ques- 
tion of English politics, from motives un- 
doubtedly creditable in the former case 
and highly questionable in the latter, 
and Ditkr has taken himself out ‘of 
the way permanently. Sir WILLIAM Har- 
couRT is the only rival whose claim can be 
considered, and the advantages which Mr. 
Morey has over him are manifest. It is 
possible that Mr. Morey has as little 
skill in the small arts of parliamentary 
management as Mr. GLADSTONE himself 
is reported to possess; he can scarcely have 
less. Theimportance of such arts is, how- 
ever, much exaggerated by those who have 
no other. Mr. Morey is at present the 
active representative of the combined intel- 
ligence and conscience of the Liberal Party. 
He has reached this position, not by skill 
as a parliamentary tactician, but by utter- 
ing his opinions frankly, and without pay- 
ing special attention to their political con- 
sequences, 

It is not by any means certain that by the 
action of the Liberal conference the Glad- 
stonian party sentences itself toa long ex- 
clusion from power. Events have moved 
swiftly in England within the past few 
years. Even ten years ago who would 
have thought of so outspoken a Radical as 
Mr. MORLEY becoming. a member of a Cab- 
inet, much less the most conspicuous figure 
ina council of his party? The same con- 
ditions that have brought him to the 
front have brought to the front also 
the Irish question, which is evidently 
fated to remain at the front until it is 
settled. Whatever may be the defects of 
detail in Mr. GLADSTONE’s bill, it is none the 
less certain that the Irish question can be 
settled peacefully and with a reasonable 
chance of permanence by the Liberals alone. 
Lord RANDOLPH CHURCHILL will find it a 
much more difficult job to “ educate his 
party” up to Mr. GLapsToNr’s Home Rule 
bill than his prototype found it twenty 
years ago to educate his party up to Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S Reform bill. When the Irish 
question again comes up in such a 
form that it must be dealt with, the 
Conservatives must give way to the 
Liberals. The tactics of the present 
administration are to ignore the Irish ques- 
tion as long as possible, and the good order 
and peacefulness of Ireland is to the Gov- 
ernment a reason for delaying still further 
to do justice to Ireland. It is to be hoped 
that the Irish impatience with this delay 
may not find expression in outrages, and 
that Ireland will not have to learn again, 
as Mr. MORLEY says, “the cruel and desper- 
ate lesson she has been taught a thousand 
times, that she is to be treated with in time 
of outrage and agitation, while nothing will 
be conceded to her on the ground of justice 
and tranquillity.”

“SOPHIA” AT WALLACK’S. 

When Mr. Robert Buchanan first con- 
ceived the idea of making a play out of “ Tom 
Jones” he had undoubtedly read tho book. 
The malicious insinuations to the contrary 
that found their way recently into Eng- 
lish newspapers do not deserve consider- 
ation. The play called ‘Sophia’ bears 
several marks of relationship to Fielding’s mas- 
ter work. Most of the characters bear names to 
be found in the novel, and the framework of the 
plot is very similar in both works. Tom Jones, 
in both, is a foundling befriended by Allworthy, 
loved by Sophia, wronged by Blifil, perse- 
cuted by Lady Bellaston, served by 
Partridge. But if Mr. Buchanan had seen fit to 
provide other names for his characters he would 
have given no offense, and might even 
have escaped a measure of critical cen- 
sure. For besides the framework of the 
plot, which is not strikingly ingenious, 
and the names of the characters, 


there is little enough of Fielding in the play; 
not only is the frank indelicacy of that great 
enius very euperty. avoided, but the truth, the 
Gomon, andthe humanity of “Tom Jones” are 
very faintly reflected in the play, so that Mr. 
Buchanan’s announcemeyt of his indebtedness 
to Fielding might suggest, to a cynical Freer 
that he sought to bolster up his own literary 
reputation be coupling it with the immortal 
Fielding’s. 

At any rate the statement that “ Sophia” was 
anew version of “Tom Jones” sent people to 
Wallack’s Theatre last evening with anticipa- 
tions that were not fulfilled. They went 
thinking of Fielding; wondering what sort 
of a person Squire Western would be 
on the stage; expecting a perpetual flow 
of unstrained merriment from Partridge, 
—and they left the theatre disappointed because 


the Squire turned out to be such a commonplace’ 


old bully, and Partridge was not Partridge at 
all. Now,on the other hand,if Mr. Buchanan 
had laid less stress upon his debt to Fielding 
he would not have thrown his own work 
into comparison with Fielding’s, an unwise 
thing for any writer to o, and quite 
as dangerous an action as for Mr. Boucicault, 
for instance, to compare himself with Shake- 
speare. With the shade of Fielding uplift- 
ed from its surface ‘“ Sophia” would have 
been recognized as a laboriously construct- 
ed four-act piece, in which the rsons 
and manners of English life in the eighteenth 
century are depicted in a style copied after the 
dramatists of that century—a play with a 
little sentiment in it, a touch of pathos, 
a trifle of mild fun, and a_ great 
deal of dreary commonplace. In other words, 
Mr. Buchanan, having in the past tried his hand 
at modern comedy without distinguished suc- 
cess, has now taken a hack at old 
comedy and produced what would be termed, 
in the choice speech of this era, a 
“back number,” with a surprisingly antique 
flavor. Thus placing himself among the writers 
of old English comedy Mr. Buchanan probabli 

expects to be criticised according to the stand- 
ard of criticism applied to Goldsmith and Sheri- 
dan; but we really have neither time nor space 
this morning to gratify his wish. 

Such examination as there is time to bestow 
upon “Sophia” will disclose the fact that the 
heroine is a weak and colorless character, with 
little of the matchless charm of the old Squire's 
daughter, with whom Fielding himself was so 
much in love; that Partridgeis the low comedy 
serving man of a hundred comedies; that West- 
ern is the fox-hunting gentleman of every writer

THOMAS POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The afternoon performance given by Mr. 
Thomas's band at the Metropolitan Opera House 
yesterday, wound up the first series of Popular 
Concerts undertaken before the departure of the 
orchestra for the Western tourin connection with 
the American Opera Company. In the four con- 
certs that have occurred within the last fort- 
night, an effort has been made to enrich the 
already extensive répertoire of the band 
with some new music. Unfortunately it can- 
not be said that the novelties have proved 
interesting. Those numbers that had neverbeen 
heard before have turned out to be of moderate 
taerit only, and the compositions played some 
years back have been adjudged—as most things 
that were liked a decade ago would probably be 
deciared nowadays—scarcely worth reviving. 


On yesterday’s programme the familiar music 
included Ratt’s “‘ Festival March,” opus 139, and 
Sullivan’s ‘“‘In Memoriam Overture,” while 
Godard’s arrangement for orchestra of 
the funeral march from Schumann’s quin- 
tet, and Liszt’s “Hungarian Rhapsody” 
—the latter intended to suggest a car- 
nival at Pesth — were the partially 
known achievements. Whatever view may be 
taken of the wisdom of transferring to a band 


works written for interpretation by a single in- j 


strument or by a quartet, there is no disput- 
ing the increased efiectiveness occasionally se- 
eured by orchestral arrangements, provided, of 
course, the material admits of the treatment. 
The slow movement of the well remembered 
quartetis hardly as well suited to rescoring as 
most of the compositions that Liszt, Burghaus, 
-and other transcribers have handled, but M. Go- 
dard has shown a good deal of skill and ingenuity 
in his distribution of instrumental color over 
Schumann’s original subject, and, thanks to the 
acquaintance of the aundience,yesterday, with the 
quartet itself, the Belgian composer’s tone poem 
was on the whole rather impressive. ome 
suave measures for the strings in Rati’s “ Fes- 
tival March” were most to be admired in that 
number, which, however, does not bear com- 
parison as to brilliancy with a dozen pieces 
of the same type. Sullivan’s overture strikes 
the listener at first hearing as _ labored, 
disjointed, and conventional. After all, 
as in the preceding entertainments, the 
familiar selections were by far the best, and 
smooth and spirited renderings of Wagner’s 
‘* Albumblatt,” of Siegfricd’s ‘“‘Rhine Journey,” 
trom ‘‘Goetterdaemmerung,” and of the second 
series of Rubinstein’s ‘Bal Costumé” bore off 
the honors of the day. The soloist of the occasion 
was Mme. Pauline L’Allemand, a valuable mem- 
ber of the American Opera Company, who sang 
the airs from Rubinstein’s “‘Dimon” an 
from the ancient opera of “Inez de Castro,” 
which she last week interpreted at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music. In Rubinstein’s 
far fetched and florid aria, Mme. L’Allemand’s 
execution was somewhat uneven; the b igene 
of her tones was at times slightly nasal, and 
there was more effort and a more frequent sug- 
gestion of uncertainty in ber vocalization than 
were desirable in a performance planned to de- 
light through the singer's easy mastery of dif- 
ficulties. It is fair to add that Mme. L’Alle- 
mand did not have as much assistance as might 
have been expected from the band. The go- 
yTano’s second number was sung with little feel- 
og and her pronunciation of the Italian text 
Was simply distressing.

SYMPHONIC CONCERTS. 

A series of miscellaneous, concerts, ar- 
ranged on asufficiently extended scale to merit 
the designation of symphonic concerts, was in- 
augurated at Chickering Hall last evening. 
Never was an enterprise begun under more au- 
spicious conditions. The programme was charac- 
terized by unusual comprehensiveness and va- 
riety, the orchestra and soloists were of recognized 
efficiency, and an audience that filled the hall 
to overflowing had gathered to enjoy the per- 
formance, which was conducted, as heretofore 


announced, by Mr. F. Van der Stucken. Beetho- 
ven, Rubinstein, Volkmann, Bruch, Saint-Saéns, 
Hofmann, and MacDowell were represented on 
the house bill, and Mr. Richard Hoffman, Mr. Max 
Heinrich, and Miss Helen Dudley Campbell were 
the soloists. The symphony rendered on the oc- 
casion under notice was Volkmann’s D minor, 
opus 44, a work distinguished by no very lofty 
thoughts, but clear and melodious, and handled 
with a technical skill shown most plainly in the 
breadth and freedom of its movements. Mr. Van 
der Stucken’s orchestra, though not powerful 
numerically, was at times, if anything, too 
powerful, the dimensions of the hall, as 
may be imagined, requiring no very formidable 
body of instrumentalists. But it will be an easy 
matter in future entertainments to reduce the 
volume of sound until it meets the exact needs 
of the local. Last night the playing of the band 
was precise and vigorous, there were some capi- 
tally managed crescendos; and if now and 
then a little fineness of detail was want-. 
ing, this. under the circumstances, was to 
have been anticipated. The most important

A chorus of female voices lent 
assistance to both soloists. The orchestra played 
in addicion to the above picces, a very brie 
and somewhat confusing symphonic poem by 
Mr. McDowell, and Hofmann’s Hungarian suite, 
opus 16. The programme was a trifle long, and 
the heat indoors was great, but very few of the 
listeners left before the last note was sounded, 
and applause was liberally bestowed throughout 
the entertainment.

THE MAJORITY IN CONGRESS 


WHY THE DEMOCRATS NEARLY 
LOST CONTROL. 

THEIR HOSTILITY TO THE PRESIDENT 
ONE OF THE CAUSES — MORRISON’S 
ABUSIVE TALK AND ITS RESULT. 

WASHINGTON, Novy. 4.—While there have 
feen mauy surprises in the Congressional elec- 
tions there are few sensible men, Democrats or 
Republicans, who are astonished because the 
inajority of the Democrats will be less in the 
Fiftieth than it is in the Forty-ninth Congress. 
There are many reasons why the Democrats 
should have expected a result unfavorable to 
them. Some of these reasops were given at 
length in a letter to THE Tres a few weeks be- 
fore the election. With all the strength of num- 
bers that could be asked by any party, they 
accomplished little, lacking the information and 
the courage intelligently and openly to 
attack the civil service law or the sense 
cordially to support it. <A large part of tts mem- 
bers have privately declared their hostility to 
the law, and have joined their stupid criticisms 
of the law to scurrilous abuse and ridicule of the 
President for undertaking to carry out the pro- 
visions of the law. There was no achievement 
of the Forty-ninth Congress to which the Demo- 
crats could point asareason why Democrats 
should be elected in place of Republicans, or 
labor men, or Greenbackers. Most of the mem- 
bers were ‘narrow-minded persons who seemed 
to think that the abrogation of the civil service 
law, reguiating simply the entrance of 15,000 
persons to public office, would not only secure 
a permanent lease of power to the Democrats, 
but would inspire the whole body of voters with 
a regard for the opponents of civil service re- 
form that would be a glorious decoration. The 
faiiure of the Democrats to carry the House 
should not have excited any feeling of alarm in 
the mind of the President, for the Democrats 
had signalized the close of the last session by 
sending him a rebuke of Secretary Manning, 
which a Republican House would not 
have approved. The failure to do any- 
thing toward a reduction of the excess- 
lve and unjust tariff taxes was a way 
the Democrats had of showing that they could 
sot appreciate the obligations which the Demo- 
>ratic national platform imposed upon the Pres- 
\dent.. The Administration made mistakes, and 
they have brought forth their fruit. In Indiana, 
ter instance, the President and his Cabinet ofii- 
rers came nearer to making a * clean sweep” 
than they did in any other State. It isestimated 
that 75 per cent. of the offices in that State 
were filled, and filled by men chosen or recom- 
mended by Senator Voorhees and Representa- 
tives Holman, Lowry, Bynum, and Matson. Mr. 
Lowry, who was the most inveterate office 
beggar of the lot and a lip-serving Administra- 
tion man who berated the President in private, 
is succeeded by a Republican. The others have 
rome back with reduced majorities. 

There is uo usein attempting to explain Col. 

Morrison’s defeat by one reason, for there are 
many. He was slow about formulating his last 
Tariif bill,and there was a conspicuous lack 
of energy and tact on his part in the manage- 
ment of the bill after it was reported. If he had 
shown haif as much zeal and persistency in 
pressing his Tariff billas he did in forcing the 
yassage of the resolution conveying a rebuke to 
Secretary Manning for his conduct of the 
Treasury it is fair to assume tbat he 
would have met with better success and 
made friends instead of inspiring doubts 
of his ability and zeal among the friends 
he had. His dislike of the President 
was not made known in speeches, but it was 
known to every one who happeued to talk with 
Mr. Morrison. Yet fit is just as well known that 
the President not only gave him no cause for the 
personal complaints made, but that he was too 
often willing to listen to Mr. Morrison’s advice 
in the matter of appointments. Coarse ridicule, 
flings at the President’s opinions and conduct, 
impudent suggestions that he lacked ability and 
sense, may have given pleasure to Mr. Mor- 
rison, but they could not have inspired his con- 
stituents with any idea thatthe party could be 
helped by electing him. Then, too, it is 
said, Mr. Morrison would never say a good 
word for any Democrat not. recommended by 
him, but insisted in describing all persons 
named for office and not approved by him as 
fools or knaves, or a combination of both. Itis 
asserted here that the feeling of opposition ex- 
cited by this talk among the Democrats of Col. 
Morrison’s district was known to the Republican 
Jeaders in the district, and that it was looked 
upon as calculated to help a well organized at- 
tempt to beat him. The suggestion that the 
fron and steel interests could assist in 
the attempt to “kill off the father of 
the “horizontal” tariff bill led to the later 
decision to make a ‘still hunt” for Mr. Mor- 
rison’s place, and so Morrison was pursued by 
Jobn Jarrett, representing the Eastern iron and 
steel men, and he could not for a moment say 
that his defeat would hinder or embarrass any 
policy of the Administration, or delay the per- 
fection of any great measures. It is believed by 
friends of the Administration that if Mr. Morri- 
s0n1 had gone home as conscientiously earnest 
to uphold the Presidentin his desire to give the 
people a-good government as he is known to be 
garnest in his desire to reduce the tariff, he 
would have had no difliculty in securing a re- 
burn. 

The short-sighted confidence of the Democrats 
in their own strength was shown in the cam- 
paign text book, which struck every intelligent 
reader as being the record of a party whose work 
was finished rather than just begun. The lead- 
ers fancied that everything was their way and 
that the Republican Party was dead. 

Among the surprises that most gratify Admin- 
istration men are the defeat of Graham in North 
Carolina, the candidate who beat Mr. Cox, a 
civil service man, for renomination, and 
who has been beaten by a labor candi- 
Gate; the election of two additional Demo- 
crats in Massachusetts, where the course 
of the Administration was distinctly approved; 
the election of Democratic members from Ne- 
braska and Minnesota, and the prospect that 
Republican Colorado has been changed. The 
Republicans, of course, are as much gratified 
with their gainsin New-Jersey, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, and West Virginia. They 
explain the victory in one word—“tarilf.” There 
isno pretense that the Administration’s failure 
to do or undo influenced the voters in Virgina or 
North Carolina. One important result of the 
Virginia election is said to be the revival in the 
breast of Mahone of a desire to follow up the 
successful Congressional campaign’ by an effort 
to get the next Legislature and insure his own 
election as the successor of Senator Riddleber- 
ger.

THE TARIFF MEN ORGANIZE A _ STILL 
HUNT FOR HIS SCALP AND GET IT. 
Pri1TsBURG, Nov. 4.—Mr. John Jarrett, 

Secretary of the Tin Plate Association, has re- 

turned from Illinois, where he hasbeen conduct- 

ing the campaign in the Eighteenth District 
against Col. Morrison. Hereceived large num- 
bers ofcongratulatory telegrams all day over 

Mr. Morrison’s defeat. In this city the tariff 

men, one and all, are highly delighted. Joseph 

D. Weeks, Secretary of the Western Iron As- 

sociation said: ‘ Let the honor be placed whers 

it properly belongs, and too much cannot be 
paid to John Jarrett.” In an interview witha 
representative of Tur Times, Mr. Jarrett said: 

“TIT madeacouple of dozen speeches in the district 


and I tell you the fight was hot. The tariff men 
early in the Summer laid out their campaign. 
Then we made arrangements to hold tariff 
demonstrations in Cincinnati, St. Louis, Nash- 
ville, Birmingham, and other Southern cities. All 
our plans were made out and the free traders were 
notified that we would be after them. It was 
ere this plan that I spokein the South 
at all.” 

“Did you meet Col. Morrison at all?’ was 
asked. 

“Yes, and he told me he would be elected by 
4,000 majority. He said: ‘You are paid to 
come out here to work against me.’ I replied: 
‘Morrison, you can’t prove it, but I can prove 
that you were wined and dined in New-York by 
the Free Trade Club.’ ‘Yes, but I’m nota free 
trader,’ said the Colonel. ‘Oh, Mr. Morrison, 
you are not in Washington now.’ There was a 
Judge Dudley along with him, the editor of the 
Belleville News. He jumped right on me with: 
‘You're sent here by, the iron barons of Penn- 
sylvania, with hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to beat Col. Morrison, but you can’t doit.’ I told 
him: ‘Judge Dudley, you can’t prove a word of 
it. I’m ready to make affidavit to the fact that I 
came here with only $318 to pay my personal 
expenses,’ ” 

Mr. Jarrett continued: “That man vilified me 
in his paper, and to-day I sent him a telegram 
stating that villainous lies, jike curses, come 
home to roost. Morrison wouldn’t meet me in 
debate. The working people out there said: 
‘Now, Colonel, just have a talk with Mr. Jarrett 
on this tariff question,’ but his invariable an- 
swer was: ‘I haven’t time; my engagements are 
all made.’ He was very polite to me, but told 
me he was sorry I was out there. The only time 
I met him was one week ago_ to-day. 
Last Saturday night I debated with 
Senator Wike at ithe town of = Alton. 
The Chairman of the Republican Committee 
had received a challenge for the debate some 
time before but could not accept it, not knowing 
my wishes in the matter. Lacceptedit at noon 
and spoke to the largest crowd I met anywhere. 
Wike did not attempt to answer my tariff argu- 
ments but pitened into the Republican Party. 
Then they sprung a Pat Canton, a saloon keeper, 
onme. I claimed that I must have time to an- 
swer him. It was granted. Before he got 
through Canton was claiming that labor-saving 
machinery should be taxed out of existence. By 
that time the Democrats in the crowd were shout- 
ing ‘Time! Time!’ There was but little need to 
answer him. The fight was intensely hot. One 
incident will showit. Iwas going to leave for 
home Sunday morning, but the committee 
wanted me to make a speech at Wharton, a lit- 
tle village of 300 or 400 inhabitants. How many 

eople do you think were in that little town? 
Vhy, at least 4,000. They had come from 40 
miles around. I made my speech, and one of 
the local Democrats, a physician, attempted to 
answerit. He didn’t talk anything but good 
Democrats and bad Republicans. Lonly answered 
him by asking a question: ‘ Doctor, if, in mak- 
ing a diagnosis of a case, you directed the patient 
should be givén quinine, and instead of that 
you gave another drug, the patient takes 
it, and dies, Who killed the patient. you 
or the drug? Well, they just wanted to carry me 
off the stage. One big farmer, larger than Bill 
Wiehe, was going to do it anyhow. Then they 
wanted me to help myself to anything in the 
town. Oh, the Democratic leaders all kicked 
against my coming to the district, but I told 
them that Morrison spoke in Philadelphia, 
and I certainly had the right to come out there. 
I made two speeches in Carlisle’s district, but 
did not meet him. I felt assured he would not 
have an easy thing of it. We were especially 
atter Morrison, and we got there. I’ll not be 
able to estimate the full force of these tariff dem- 
oustrations for a week yet. I know enough, 
however, to predict a strong protection majority 
in the next House. Beating Morrison, though, 
is glory enough.” 


CARTER HARRISON REJOICES. 
CuicaGco, Nov. 4.—The defeat of Con- 
gressman William R. Morrison is a source 
of great rejoicing to the Chicago gang 
of ‘short-hairs,” of which Mayor Car- 
ter Harrison is the head. Tt is in- 
deed the one bright spot in the cloud which 


the result of the election in this county has cast 
upon them. A fortnight before the election 
Alderman Colvin, one of MHarrison’s hench- 
men, disappeared from the city, and when 
next heard from he was down in 
Mr. Morrison’s district, industriously, though 
secretly, endeavoring to defeat the Congressman. 
It was stated that $5,000 in good money was 
distributed through the district by Colvin, act- 
ing as Harrison’s agent. A reporter who talked 
with Harrison to-day about Morrison’s defeat 
records the Mayor as saying: 

“Tam not surprised at Mr. Morrison’s defeat. 
The reasons for it are, first and foremost, he has 
been too radicalin histariff views. He isa radic- 
al, unswerving characier atatalitimes. Heistoo 
dogmatic, and not inclined to submit to argu- 
ment even if he drives Democrats to act 
with the Republicans. Another reason for 
Mr. Morrison’s defeat is that the Demo- 
cratic Party of Illinois, and I am pretty 
safe in saying of the Nation, hold him responsibie 
for the loss of a Democratic Senator from Mli- 
nois. He refused to get out of the race ata 
time that any one of three Democrats could 
have been elected. Isn’t that so, Colvin ?” inter- 
jected the Mayor as the Alderman entered the 
room. 

“Yes, it is so,” answered Alderman Colvin, 
“and I am happy to say I waa instrumental in 
the defeat of Morrison. The story pub- 
lished three weeks ago in one of the daily papers, 
Stating that I -was in Morrison's district 
working against the fellow who claims he has 
controlled, and I guess has, the Government 
patronage of Tllinois, is supstantially correct. I 
didn’t spend $5,000 against him though.” 

* As I said,” the Mayor continued, ‘‘ Morrison’s 
defeat is primarily a slap at the ultra free trade 
theory.” Incidentally it may be a slap at the 
Administration. The Mayor's gang cannot for- 
get that Col. Morrison refused to step aside and 
let him become Senator of the State of Iinois.

LOUIS BIERAL’S BOSTON CAREER. 
From the Boston Post, Nov. 4. 

When I read the New-York dispatch about 
a discharged Custom House inspector named 
Louis Bieral shooting the Surveyor of the Port 
I was somewhat staggered, the report striking 
me much the same as if the assassination of 
Cesar should be referred to asa recent occur- 
rence. I certainly thought Louis Bieral was as 
dead as Julius Cesar, and the idea that he could 
ever have filled a position even in the New-York 
Custom House seemed almost incredible.. Even 
when I read the statement that he lived in Bos- 
ton before the war Iwas still somewhat con- 
fused, but the account of his nativity and per- 
sonal appearance satisfied me that he must be 


the man who was identified with certain well 
remembered scenes in my boyhood here in Bos- 
ton. Although this city was much smaller then 
than it is now, it seems to me ithad more than 
its proportion of desperate characters, but it 
may be that the limited size of the place had 
something to do with this impression, as 
the leading ‘‘roughs” were all marked 
men and familiar by sight to the youth- 
ful as well as to the adult population. 
IT had seen Louis Bieral about the streets fora 
long time before I had occasion to note his 
special characteristics. He was one of the fel- 
lows who used to hang about Howard-street 
when that was even worse than the famous, or 
rather infamous, ‘“‘ Black Sea’ in North, then 
Ann, street as a resort for desperate characters. 
Tt has always been a wonder to me how How- 
ard-street, which at that time had one of the 
most select theatres in the city inthe Howard 
Atheneum, should have harbored such a gang 
as then infested it. Louis Bieral was one of 
these ruffians, and he had the reputation of 
being one of the most desperate. He was short 
and stout in person, and his swarthy complexion 
showed that he had the blood of a southern 
race in his veins. In fact, he was a native of 
the Spanish-American States. I happened to 
meet Louis Bieral once under somewhat ex- 
citing circumstances. ‘* Prof.” Bailey, the col- 
ored boxer, lately deceased, had received a 
benefit at his old gymnasium in Franklin- 
street in the form of a sparring exhibition. A 
number of professional bruisers competed at the 
exhibition, in which some of Batley’s pupils also 
took part, for the prizes offered for the best dis- 
plays of “science.” Asa patron of the gymna- 
sium and having some experience with the 
“ gloves,” I was made one of the judges. Their 
decision was objected to by some of the fighting 
men who did not win the prizes, and who, to 
back up their opinions, offered to fight the judges. 
I felt somewhat as Dr. Holmes, in the * Auto- 
crat,” says he did cn being tempted _to try the 
gloves with Heenan, the “Benicia Boy,” who 
had looked in as a friend to the noble art at a 
gentleman's sparring exhibition, and decided 
that my training would not justify supporting 
my judgment with my fists. I recall the fact o 
Bieral’s arrest for murder years afterward here 
in Boston, and of his trial and acquittal, though 
the body of his alleged victim was found in 
Charles River riddled with bullets. This was be- 
fore the civil war, and I have heard nothing of 
Louis Bieral since, till [read the report of his 
recent arrest.

SE a S 
NATURALIZATION FRAUDS EXPOSED IN 
MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 4.—On Friday last 
the Tribune of this city published a long article 
charging that Democratic clerks of the Superior 
Court and also of this county had systematically 
issued first naturalization -papers to aliens, 
under which, after a limited residence in the 
State, all such aliens are allowed to vote under 
the law of Michigan; that such aliens had beep 
hunted up by Democratic heelers and taken in 
droves by night, as well as day, to the offices of 
these clerks, and that, not content with thus 
thrusting upon the voting lists persons utterly 
unfit to exercise the duties of a free and intelli- 
gent suffrage, they had, in their eagerness to 
swell the sumber of such voters, in some instances 
antedated the naturalization papers in order 
to bring them within statutory voting limits for 
a next succeeding election. To substantiate this 


last charge, which alieged a criminal offense, the 
Tribune published several engraved pages from 
the county records, taken by photographic proc- 
ess. showing the names and dates of the issuance 
of these first papers, all dated May 1 last, which 
would enable the hoiders to vote on Novy. 
2, at the election just held, and _ fol- 
lowed this with several affidavits made by 
the men whose names appear in the certificates 
so so ey stating that they did not in fact take 
out their first papers until May 3, or some date 
subsequent to May 1. In one instance the pho- 
tographed certificate shows plainly the tigure 
3 written and the figure 1 clumsily marked 
over it, and to make the change certain the 
word “ first” written in parentheses immediately 
after the figure so altered. This certificate car- 
ries the inference that the deputy who made it 
out knew the correct day of the month and hasti- 
ly wrote it and then changed it, presumably in 
obedience to instructions from some quarter. 
The whole statement, which covered an entire 
page, with the engraved copies of certiticates, 
created quite a sensation. 

The inculpated officials have paid no attention 
to the statements thus made. Judge Brown, of 
the United States court, however, has taken the 
matter up, and directed the Grand Jury of his 
court, now in session, to rigidly inquire into the 
matter, making some severe remarks upon the 
gravity of the offense of antedating such papers, 
if such should prove to be the fact. There is no 
doubt that the matter will now be thoroughly 
investigated. How the Zribune succeeded in 
getting hold of the books for photograpning 1s 
not known, but it is certain that it was without 
the knowledge or consent of the clerks in whose 
custody they are. 


A SENATORSHIP Al STAKE. 


PENNSYLVANIA POLITICIANS PREPARING 
FOR THE NEXT GREAT CONTEST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—The Republican 
strength in the next Legislature proves to be as 
great asin the last. The Democrats have only 
15 members of the Senate out of 50, and only 
64 members of the House out of 201, leaving 
the Republicans 172 in both houses, With so 
large a majority in both houses the question of 
the United States Senatorship has at once 
made its appearance. Mr. Mitchell’s term is one 
of those which expire in March next, and it is 
taken for granted that he will not be a candidate 
for re-election. The work done by Chairman 
Cooper for himself shows very little, and most 
of it now appears to have been absorbed and ap- 
propriated by State Treasurer Quay. The latter 
has so far publicly professed not to be a candi- 
date at the same time that he has been assidu- 
ously busy inall parts of the State “ fixing things” 
for himself.

MOONSHINERS IN COURT 


CASES TRUMPED UP ON VERY 
SMALL OFFENSES. 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN MADE TO TRAMP 

SCORES OF MILES TO STAND TRIAL 
FOR PETTY MISDEEDS. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 4.—The moon- 
shiners or illicit distillers of the Tennessee 
mountains are a rough set of people, but not 
half so bad as they are constantly represented 
to be, particularly in Northern papers. True 
they are constantly breaking the internal rev- 
enue laws, but not always with a spirit, of out- 
lawry. They don’t make whisky simply because 
the United States Government says they shall 
not. They make it because they want it todrink. 
They produce their own corn, peaches, and ap- 
ples, and all the District Judges, Attorney- 
Generals, Grand Juries, Commissioners, and 
Deputy Marshalsin the country can never con- 
vinee them by argument, imprisonment, or 
otherwise, that they have noright to turn their 
fruit and corn into brandy or whisky if they see 
fit todo so. The Internal Revenue Department 
has, however, driven the moonshiner further 
and further back into the mountains, and forced 
him to be very cautious in his operations. The 
moonshiner’s establishment of to-day consists 
simply of a small copper still and worm, a few 


tubs for mashes, singlings, and malts, and a bar- 
rel or two for manufactured goods. 

They must necessarily select a location in the 
most inaccessible parts of the mountain country. 
A deep ravine far from any habitation or public 
road is generally selected. A small hut is built, 
which is deftly covered with brush. The moon- 
shiner carries his grain, fruit, and wood on his 
back. His work is done at night, and in the day- 
time he sleeps and watches by turns. He keeps 
a rifle and a brace of revolvers in the house, and, 
if necessary, his wife or daughters can use 
them with as much skhillas heean. Ifa stranger 
appears in the neighborhood heis closely watched 
and even more closely questioned, generally by 
outside parties who are uninterested in the 
welfare of the grog factory and its pro- 
prietor. Nine chances out of ten the poor 
stranger finds it impossible to secure a 
night’s lodging or a meal within five 
miles of the distillery. If he is so fortunate as 
to find a place to lay his head he will be en- 
tertained by the femaie portion of the house- 
hold. The men folks are always scarce about 
that time, anditis well to say right here that 
the hospitality of the mountaineer is something 
wonderful to behold. In the days before revenue 
otticers and Deputy Marshals, a stranger travel- 
ing inthe mountains was received with open 
arms, and it was considered a great breach of 
duty to charge a man for a night’s lodging. But 
the relentless and continued war on the mount- 
aineers has made them distrustful and caused 
them to seal their humble cottages against 
the intruder whatever his business may 
be. They watch for the Depnty Marshal like 
chickens for the hawk. 

As stated in the outset, the moonshiner is not 
half so bad as he is supposed to be. Heis not 
always an outlaw, yet often such is the case. 
He is an ordinary individual, uneducated, but 
naturally shrewd and intelligent. United States 
District Court, or ‘“* Federal Court” as the boys 
ecallit, meets in this city twice a year, in Jan- 
uary and July. During some terms there are as 
many as 300 cases on the docket, with an aver- 
age of three witnesses in each case. They come 
from all parts of East Tennessee and are re- 
quired to answer all kinds of charges, from 
“ei@ckin’” up a fire under a moonshine 
still to selling a barrel of the un- 
lawful stuff. Some of the charges are of 
the most petty and insighificamt nature, 
hatched up through malice or at the instance of 
the Deputy Marshals in order to enlarge their 
fees. Court was in session during the bitter cold 
weather of last January. Many of the witnesses 
were compelled to walk half shod and thinly clad 
60 or 75 miles over the frozen snow. Many of 
this class were women and half-grown boys. 
When they arrived here they had no money, and 
were compelled to shiver about the streets or 
lounge in the corridors of the Government build- 
ing until they received their fees, and some of 
them were unable to get their pittance for a week 
or 10 days. 

A certain Deputy Marshal went out into Sevier 
County last Fall and arrested a man for selling 
one pound of leaf tobacco of bis own production. 
He had committed this enormons crime against 
the greatest Government on earth three years 
before his arrest and before the law allowing @ 
man to sell 100 pounds of leaf tobacco had been 
passed. He was a very poor man, and appeared 
betore the bar eo thinly clad as to make the 
Judge, jury,and spectators shiver. There was only 
one witness, a neighbor, to whom he had sold 
the tobacco. He was called in and the presiding 
Judge told him to state the casein hisown words. 

“Jt ’as sorter this way, Jedge,” he began. 
“Joe Carterismy nighest neighbor. He come 
to me one day en’ sez, sez he: ‘Bill, ’m clean 
outen’ meat, en’ I haint got a cent o’ money. 
Hey a little nice terbaccy, en’ ef your’e willin’ 
Ta jist lack ter swap some fur bacon. Nobody’ll 
know about it, en’ it ’ould help me outen’a 
mighty tight squeeze.’ Wall, Jedge, I done it 
for Joe’s sake. J sent th’ meat over to his cabin 
en’ he sent me th’ terbaccy. He’s a mighty poor 
man, Jedge, mighty poor, en’ I ’spect his family’s 
on sufferance for suthin’ tereat while he’s down 
here tendin’ court. Let him off easy, Jedgo; for 
my sake.” Judge Key did let him off easy. He 
fined Carter $5 and suspended judgment. 

A very pitiable case was brought to the atten- 
tion of the public afew years ago in an adjoin- 
ing State. A poor woman had been arrested for 
violation of the revenuo laws. She was dragged 
to court a distance of 50 mules, leaving a 14- 
year-old daughter in charge of several younger 
children, the youngest being only a few months 
old. The youngest child showed signs of 
iliness when tte mother left home, but 
she had to léave just the same. I[t was 
several days before her case was called, 
and the days, no doubt, seemed months. 
At last a messenger arrivedin the little city 
where the court was in session advising the 
mother of the dangerous illness of her littie one. 
She was not able to have an attorney before the 
distinguished court, and asked the Judge if she 
might be allowed to make a personal appeal to 
his Honor in reference to a matter which was 
of vast interest toher. Ths request was granted.

FROM THE GERMAN CAPITAL. 


INCREASED EXPORTS TO AMERICA—A 
BIG MEETING OF STUDENTS. : 
BERLIN, Nov. 4.—Under Secretary Jacobi 
has been appointed Secretary of State for the 
Imperial Treasury. 

Completed statistics show that the year’s in- 
crease in the value of German exports to Amer 
ica is $17,000,000, incinding $4,000,000 worth 
of sugar. Compared with the exports in 1876 


the increase amounts to $50,000,000, : The total 
exports for the year are placed at 3,000,000,000 
marks, of which 10 per cent. went to America. 

The Frankfort Zetiung announces that Prince 
Bismarck, despite the yobjections of the Berlin 
City Council, intends t®promise Germany's sup- 
port to the Paris Exposition, regarding it as @ 
guarantee of peace. 

At a conference of National Liberals to-day it 
was resolved to nominate a candidate for the 
Reichstag in the first Berlin Electoral district, 
made vacant by the death of Herr Loewe. d 

One thousand students of the Halle University 
to-day held a meeting to express sympathy with 
German-speaking students in Austria-Hungary. 
A number of Professors attended the meeting. 
All the speakers were students. They denounced 
the organized efforts to crush the German ele- 
ment, especially in Bohemia. It was agreed to 
organize a movement in the German universities 
to oppoee the lg mp of German students at 
Prague and other cities, and a committe was ap- 
pointed to prepare a memorial to the Govern- 
ment to authorize Germans studying at Austrian 
universities to pursue courses of study that will 
qualify them foradegree inGermany. Other 
universities are ready to support the memoriel. 

Prince Bismarck will not return to Berlin until 
the middle of December. His wife is ailing. 

The oldest citizen in Germany. Mareus Jordan, 
a resident of ‘Bielefeid, celebrated on Tuesday 
the one hundred and seventh anniversary of his 
birth. His health is good and mind clear. 

Advices have been received from Constanti- 
nople that Prof. Wetrin, of the Pharmaceutic 
Academy there, who was recently appointed by 
the Sultan, has disappeared. The police have 
made a thorough search, but have fonnd no trace 
ofhim.

MR.BEECHER’STRIP ABROAD 


THE PLYMOUTH PASTOR TELLS 
OF CHANGES HE SAW. 
SOME OF HIS IMPRESSIONS OF ENGLAND 

AND ENGLISHMEN, WITH A FEW 
PROPHECIES FOR THE PUTURE, 
The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, entirely 
Pecovered from the effects of his seasickness, was 
Rble yesterday to give an account of his trip 


abroad, which, in his own language, was “a 
fgurprise—an absolute and overwhelming sur- 
prise.” Mr. Beecher has been resting since his 
return last Sunday, when for the first time in 
eight days he took off his clothes. He declares 
that he will not cross the Atlantic again until 
there is a bridge spanning its turbulent waters. 

“It was 23 years since I had been in England 
before,” said Mr. Beecher, “ and the changes I 
saw during my present visit there were 80 
marked that they have gone clear round to the 
antithesis. When I was abroad in 1863 England 
was stirred up and muddy. The great bulk of 
the people were against the North. The fact 
that the Southern men for 50 years had sent 
their representatives there and that the com- 
merce was principally Southern made almost all 
influences adverse to the North with the excep- 
tion of the middle class and the operatives. The 
weavers and spinners of Lancashire played the 
most heroic part ever played in the world. They 
were suffering from waut of bread. There was 
poverty in their houses. They would not give 
up their adhesion to the cause of the North, be- 
cause they thought it would be to the interest of 
workingmen. America was ata pretty low ebb 
in the minds of Englishmen. ‘Thisis the last we 
shall hear about republican governments,’ some 
of the leading paper's said. There was great ig- 
norance. : 

“Since that time,” continued Mr. Beecher, 
“‘there have been vast numbers of Englishmen, 
business men and others, who had traveled in 
Aserica, and they have seen our resources. 
There have been a greatraany thoughtful men, 
political economists, philosophers, and literary 
men, Who have traversed the States and cities 
und obtained an insight into our progress of 
mind. The powershown'for along race by the 
North was peculiarly adapted to English minds. 
They like a fellow that has pluck. The fact that 
we came out of that war produced a profound 
religious impression [Mr. Beecher laughed] on 
on the minds of the English people. Then they 
saw the power of this country to pay the debt— 
the remuneration of industry. There never was 
a nation on earth before that was troubled to 
know what to do with its revenue. Every king- 
‘dom onearth, however, has been troubled to 
know what to do without a revenue. 

“Since my last visit,” went on Mr. Beecher, 
“‘there has sprung up the importation of beef 
wud cheese, and even butter—if by courtesy you 
can call all that goes over there butter—and 
there is the continual inflow of wheat and corn. 
England became dependent upon America’s 
ae. and although it knocked the farmers’ 

nterests rather hard, yet to-day the market of 
Great Britain in regard to cheese isin our hands, 
not only because we send over a good deal, but 
because our cheese is so much better than the 
average cheese manufactured in England, I 
speak of this as one having authority. The May- 
er of Brighton, where I apeut a few days, is in 
the cheese business, and [ had a long talk with 


him. Said he, ‘American cheese is the only reli-* 


able article. Weare never certain of that made 
in England. Ireceive thousands of tons of cheese 
from America.’ This was exactly what I aiso 
heard in Norwich. They are now beginning to 
build in England factories to manufacture cheese 
by scientific and regular processes. 

“But to continue with the changes I found,” 
said Mr. Beecher. ‘“‘The interchange of ma- 
chinery between England and America and the 
1876 Centennial had all made things difterent. 
‘American goods are popular to-day. You will 
‘Bee on signs ‘ American products,’ when in 1863 
to put the word * American’ on anything was to 
damn it. Large emigrations have taken place, 
and almost everybedy in Great Britain has 
friends in this country. In ali my addresses in 
England I never failed to bring down the house 
when I spoke of the kinship of America and 
Great Britain, when I said that we were one, 
and that they were becoming proud of their re- 
lationship. I cannot say how it would have 
been in the higher circles. I was neither admit- 
ted to nor excluded from them. Among the 
common people I found the feeling toward 
America was kind and generous. Although there 
was rivairy going on it caused no ugly feelings. 

**In England,” said Mr. Beecher, ‘‘the condi- 
tion of the lower classes is very fair. In Ireland 
it is very wretched. I don’t think, however, that 
the people in England are relatively as well off 
as they were. There is one question in England 
that is precedent to everything else. The land 
question lies at the bottom of everything in Eng- 
land. to-day. The changes that have gone on 
there have simply wiped out the farmer class, 
Lands that rented at £7an acre won’t fetch 
30s. now. The result is, that with the 
changes going on in the produce market and the 
depression of trade, the landlords have been 
obliged to dispense with the middlemen and 
deal directly with the tenants. The land owner 
has practically become a farmer, or things 
are working steadily in that direction. 
There is going to be a shaking down of land 
tenures in Great Britain just as sure as any- 
thing. The time will come when you will not 
have men owning the North of Scotland or see 
great portions of land reserved for hunting and 
such like. The men who work the land are go- 
ing to be the owners of it. ; 

“There is going to be disestablishment of the 
church,” said Mr. Beecher. ‘There is going to 
be manhood suffrage. There is, perhaps, one- 
fifth of the voting men who do not have the 
privilege. The suffrage has been extended a 
govud deal. Manhood suffrage will be the doc- 
trine. ‘Lhere is going to be a system of free pub- 
ic schools in England, equivalent to, if not like, 
the American system. It is very far from that 
at present. A great many schools are under the 
control of the church. In this country we de- 
mand schools as part of our prerogative as citi- 
zens. In great Britain they are handed down as 
a dole from the Government.” 

Mr. Beecher said that while he was in England 
he did not feel himself called upon to speak 
about the Irish question. They thought he was 
going into the matter, and no sooner had he 
jJanded than he received invitations to speak at 
Manchester. When he went to hear Gladstone 
the audience saw at once who he was and ex- 
pected a speech either before or after Gladstone. 
“There was an lmmense call for a speech,” said 
Mr. Beecher, * but I took my hat and cleared 
out. Ifit had been a question of temperance or 
some moral cause I would have gone into it, but 
for me to touch upon a political movement 
would have beenimpudent. The great difficulty 
in the Irish question lies in joining our American 
notions of independence to the aristocratic no- 
tions abroad. I think that the outcome of Glad- 
stone’s work will be home rule in some form or 
other. But Gladstone hasn’t finished yet. He 
will be a force for 10 years to comeif he lives. 
Of course the Lord has a right to call him when 
He pleases; butif nature says anything Glad- 
stone will live for 10 years yet. Whatever hap- 

ns <1 Will be the father of the emancipation of 
reland. 

**T don’t think that with the settlement of the 
question there will be separation from the 
mother country. She won't allow that any 
more than we should permit South Carolina to 
go out and establish a State government for it- 
self. I have the same feeling about disruption 
as Paul had when he said: ‘ It is necessary that 
these men should remain in the ship.’ There is 
a difficulty in the way of disruption, and there 
is a difficulty in the way of union. It is a 
chronic disease, which has been waxing stronger 
fay by day. Things have got to be changed 
gradually. Ifthe [rish people were appeased, 
andif their industries were to begin to revive, 
there would be a growing content. There are 
some other things which I don’t care to speak 
about, and there is the question of race 
stock. There has got to be an_ efiicient 
co-operative union. I am just as_ posi- 
tive about the uecessity for union as I 
am about the necessity for Jocal government. 
The frish people are clannish and intense in all 
their affections. If they come to fee! that they 
have their share of the circulation of everything 
they will become a very powerful element in the 
prosperity of Grea’ Britain. Reasoning on gen- 
eral principles of human nature [I believe that 
freedom and encouragement will always tend to 
industry and ce rabid I have no reason to 
doubt that when all barriers are removed there 
will be intelligent patriotism in Treland. I think 
that in England the form of government will be 
changed, not immediately, but ultimately. I saw 
changes over there which predict for England 
democratic republicanism.” 

Mr. Beecher said that the spiritual condition of 
the Established Church of England was steadily 
improving. He thought that the dissenters at large 
were very active and very progressive in their 
theology. ‘‘When I look at London,” he said, ** I 
think with wonder of the classes they have cot 
there. I took tea with the Dean of Westminster 
Abbey, and his wife, speaking of London 
missionary work, said that some of the classes 
were so iow that missionaries could not at- 
tempt to teach them anything positively relig- 
lous. ‘We teach them cleanliness and not to 
steal,’ she said. ‘We cannot get above that.’ 
There is a thick class of menin London who are 
80 poor, so ill fed, that they actually cannot de- 
velop into manhood. The want of food and the 
pondition of their health from birth and from 
their parents’ birth so act that they cannot at- 
tain to the vitality of ordinary manhood. Where 
fio you find anything like that here? People 
simply cannot understand it. 

“Clefgymen in England are more liberal with 
advanced religious thought than they are. in 
America. They will permit ministers to have 
various views With respect to fundamental doc- 
trines which would not be allowed here. At a 
breakfast given to me in Glasgow they said to 
me: ‘We regard you as being tied up to old 
tenets and notions. Scotland,’ they said, ‘is not 
bound up by the old theologies. We are steadily 
ameliorating them.’ The liberty of thought in 
Scotland is very great. There is unbounded lib- 
erty to thinkin America, provided that you think 
as other people do. I can say that thereis more 
religious reading in England than in America. 
Lhe Christian World has over 400,000 subscrib- 
brs weekly. They publish alongside of it the 
World's Pulpit. They told me that the circula- 
sion of this paper was doubled by the pub- 

cation of my sermons. Well,” said Mr. 
Beecher, laughing, “they can’t publish my 
bermons with protit in America. I think that. 


! 


in Eugland the artist life, the literary life, and 
the philosophical and scientific life may be con- 
sidered as agnostic. It is not mordant or 
gnawing at anything. Itissimply agnostic. Im- 
plicit faith in the teachings of the church is 
manifestly diminishing. That is a momentar 
evil, but by and by it will become a great good. 
There are a great many things in church life 
which ought to be very much modified. The 
change must come in the shape of outside intlu- 
ence, which will put the church in peril so that 
it must meet the emergency. 

“ Just before I left England,” said Mr. Beecher, 
“JT made an address to the theological students 
and the ap in the City Temple. I allowed 
questions. One was ‘What is your belief in re- 
spect to the final condition of the wicked? I 
didn’t expect that,” said Mr. Beecher, laughing. 
“Itismy béte noire. I paused. Then I said: 
‘Without undertaking to discuss that subject, all 
I say is that if any one believes that at death we 
are plunged into a hopeless and eternal condition 
of misery, that man onght never to smile. He 
ought just as svon to crack Jokes at his mother’s 
funeral as to jest when the ground beneath him 
is so uncertain, and he ought vot to marry. Such 
a belief would annihilate society if carried out.’ 
At that a red-faced fellow not in the direct audi- 
ence snouted: ‘The Bible says so, anyhow !’ The 
great hody of men I was addressing received my 
remarks with great enthusiasm. 

“tn fact,” Mr. Beecher said, in conclusion, * I 
never in a career of three months went through 
such demonstrations of sympathy and enthusi- 
asm. Ihave had them in single audiences here, 
but my visit to England was one round of cor- 
diality and sympathy. On one occasion after I 
had spoken | got into my carriage and prepared 
to drive across one of the Thames bridges. You 
pay a half-penny to get across, you know, anda 
penny for carnages. Well, as I got intd my ear- 
riage crowds shook hands with me. They thrust 
their hands through the window, and I was kept 
busily ages may Ae in shaking them.’ As we were 
crossing the bridge a lank hand was thrust in at 
the window. I shookit. Again it was thrust in, 
and again I shook it. When I saw that hand 
for the third time I was astonished. But the 
owner had become impatient. *A half-penny 
for your fare,’ he said, and I saw my mistake.” 

Mr. Beecher, while in England, breakfasted 
with Gladstone, but did not care to talK about 
the occasion. “I don’t want to have Brother 
Russell Lowell quoting me,” he said. 


NEW-YORK HARBORS NEEDS. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE INDORSES 
THE COMMISSION BILL. 

The Chamber of Commerce mustered in 
13 new members yesterday. This was the list: 
Alfred W. Bates, William Brown, Richard J. 
Chard, Henry Dalley, Jr., Wells Finch, Theophi- 
lus D. Hazard, Henry Maillard, Christopher C. 
Shayne, Frederick Shonnard, Alonzo Slote, James 
Stillman, Lucien C. Warner, and Richard M. Wal- 
ters. 

The Chamber isto be represented at the con- 
vention of the American Shipping and Indus- 


trial League, to be held next week at Pensacola, 
Fla., and President Brown at yesterday’s meet- 
ing appointed Capt. Ambrose Snow and A. Foster 
Higgins as delegates. 

A. Foster Higgins called attention anew to the 
needs of New-York Harbor, and, as the repre- 
sentative of the Chamber’s Committee on Har- 
bor and Shipping, he offered these resolutions: 

Resolved, That this Chamber hereby reiterates its 
mature judgment infavor of the bill constituting a 
commission for New-York Harbor and its waters, 
which was introduced at the request of this Cham- 
ber, was passed by the United States Senate, and is 
now pending in the House, as a measure absolutely 
required by the peculiar geographical and legal con- 
ditions of this natural gateway from the ocean. 

Resolved, That experience of a nature to be de- 
plored has taught that no reliance can be placed 
upon any or all measures short of this to protect our 
channels from serious dangers, and our coasts and 
the ocean frontages, now so largely sources of health 
and enjoyment to all citizens, from the destructive 
effects of dumping garbage, offal, and other offensive 
matter in total disregard of law. 

Resolved, That, while entertaining the highest re- 
spect and confidence in the ability of our Engineer 
Corps in all matters relating to that profession, we 
deem the combined judgment of the navy and pro- 
fessors of the Coast Survey, with that of the engi- 
neers and civilians representing the respective States 
adjoining, as prudent business wisdom and of a value 
not to be thrown aside for any consideration, and we 
therefore earnestly request the passage of the bill in 
question. 

Col. Frederick A. Conkling opposed the resolu- 
tions, but with the exception of his vote they 
passed unanimously. 

Mr. Higgins read a paper giving in brief an 
outline of plans that, according to his commit- 
tee’s views, should be followed in the proposed 
harbor improvement. The paper was addressed 
to the Secretary of War, and the Chamber in- 
dorsed it. 

A pleasant compliment was paid to Major-Gen. 
John Newton—this was Col. Conkling’s happy 
thought—in recommending that the new Heil 
Gate channel, between Mill Rock and Flood 
Rock, shall be named Newton Channel. 

On motion of Gustav Schwab the Chamber 
passed resolutions expressing gratification that 
the United States is about to obtain cable com- 
munication with Brazil, thanks to French enter- 
prise. 

An official record was made of the Charleston 
Relief Committee’s final report, showing that 
$89,515 65 was collected and sent to the earth- 
quake sufferers.

FACE DARKENED. 


THE ILLUMINATION OF THE STATUE 
NOT YET A PERFECT SUCCESS. 


The engineer in charge of the tighting of 
the Bartholdi statue is striving to remedy the 
defects of the system now in use. The eight 
electric lights which were designed to throw 
their light over the whole statue by means of re- 
fiectors hayesofar only shown the goddess be- 
low her shoulders, the balance of the figure 
being hidden in a deep shadow, while the 


torch seemed to have no connection with the 
rest of the statue. The Lighthouse Board will 
provide for wg eo “y the light in the torch. 
Lhe committee, itis said, have provided funds for 
maintaining the lights at the base for the pres- 
ent. After this money gives out the Govern- 
ment may be requested to continue the lights, if 
in the meantime they should prove a success. 
It is quite possible, however, that by common 
consent the base lights will be discontinued. 
Harbor pilots say that the Bedlow’s Island lights 
give the smaller craft no trouble and are of 
great service to the steamers, 
Gen. Stone continues to make daily trips to 
the island in order to superintend the “ clearing 
up.” The staircase inside the statue has not 
yet been thoroughly riveted, and visitors are not 
allowed inside the base of the pedestal. A 
roundsman and eight patrolmen are still on duty 
on the island. A smali detachment of Umited 
States artillery was landed on Bedlow’s Island 
Wednesday. The building formerly used as a 
restaurant will be converted into barracks. The 
regulars will probably soon relieve the police in 
the protection of the statue. The contract for 
running the boats to the island has expired, but 
the service will be continued for the present. 
About 1,000 persons visited the island yesterday. 
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MISS NANETTY DISAPPOINTED. 
Judge Donohue deeided yesterday, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, that Miss Dka A. 
Nanetty has had opportunity enough to push 
to a settlement her alleged grievances against 
J. Naylor & Co. Years ago Miss Nanetty was a 
tenant of a house owned by the Naylors. She 


failed to pay her rent and was dispossessed. She 
sued for minor damages at first and was beaten. 
Then she estimated her damages at $410,000, 
insisting that when her property was put out on 
the sidewalk by the dispossess officers she was 
robbed of valuable diamonds and of books con- 
taining the results of her study to ascertain the 
best method of imparting a knowledge 
of the many languages of which she is mistress, 
and that those books could not be replaced. She 
therefore sued again, but when the case was 
called for trial recently her twenty-fourth law- 
yer failed to appear, and an order of dismissal 
was entered against her. It was this order that 
Judge Donohue refused to set aside, notwith- 
standing the earnestness and show of legal learn- 
ing with which Miss Nanetty personally pleaded 
before him. George W. McAdam was the attor- 
ney who argued against her, and he ungallantly 
asked the court for an injunction to restrain her 
from continuing her litigation against his clients. 
His application was not granted. 


TURNED OVER TO A RECEIVER. 
When the Broadway Underground Con- 
necting Railroad Company sought the privilege 
of tunneling Broadway, several years ago, the 
General Term of the Supreme Court appointed 
ex-Judge Joseph 8. Bosworth, Henry E. Davies, 


Jr., and John O’Brien Commissioners to inquire 
into the merits of its scheme. The Commission- 
ers reported adversely to the company. The 
court contirmed their report, and also decided 
that the company should -pay them 
each $1,000 for their But the 
company did not pay. Ex-Judge Bosworth 
died, and his Executor, Moses B. Maclay, sued 
for his tee. Judgmentin this suit was entered 
and execution was issued several months ago. 
As nothing belonging to the Broadway Under- 
ground Connecting Railroad Company could be 
found by the Sheriff to levy on, Judge Donohue 
has appointed Archibald M. Maclay Receiver of 
its franchise and whatever other assets may be 


discovered fit for application to the settlement 
of its debts.

ARGUMENTS FOR THE UNDERGROUND 
TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


The case of the Johnstone people, charged 
with violating thé subway law by opening up 
Broadway last Saturday night in the interest of 
the New-York Underground Telegraph Com- 
pany, was begun yesterday afternoon before 
Justice Murray, in his private room in the 
Tombs Police Court. Lawyer John R. Dos Pas- 
808 appeared for the underground company and 
Lawyer Gibbens, of the Subway Commission, 
was present witha well thumbed copy of the 
law of 1885, which created the commission. 

Patrolman Campbell, of the Twenty-seventh 
Precinct, told the story of the arrest of General 


Manager W. H. Johnstone and Laborer Thomas 
Handerbolt. He said that no special order for 
the arrest of people trying to lay conduits had 
been issued in his precinct on Saturday, but he 
had heard that such an order had been issued 
in the First Precinct. 

Mr. Dos Passos then made a formal motion for 
the discharge of the prisoners on the ground 
that he had been unable to find any law which 
they had broken in their proceedings. He pro- 
duced his witnesses. Mr. W. H. Johnstone testi- 
fied that the New-York Underground Telegraph 
Company was incorporated under. chapter 534 
of the Laws of 1883. This law gave the compa- 
ny power to open any street or avenue in any 
city in the State, with the exception that in 
New-York City a permit from the Department of 
Public Works must be first secured. The appli- 
cation for a permit was read, the opinion of 
Corporation Counsel George B. Andrews that it 
should be granted was obtained, and the permit 
itself was signed by Hubert O. Thompson. These 
were all offered as evidence. 

Reeves Selems, law clerk of the finance de- 
partment of the Department of Public Works, 
produced the bonds which had been duly de- 
pa by the undergroundcompany. They had 

een approved by Controller Loew and passed on 
by Corporation Counsel Lacombe. 

D. Lowber Smith, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Department of Public Works, was also present. 
He said that the communications from the un- 
derground company had been sent by Gen. New- 
ton to Mr. Roswell P. Flower. One of these let- 
ters contained notice that work was to be begun 
and asked for aninspector. The other inclosed a 
tax of $160. Mr. Smith denied that notice had 
been sent from his department to Police Head- 
quarters. 

Mr. Dos Passos then made his point. He 
asked; ‘“‘ Who had power in 1883 to give an 
order to open the streets ?” 

* The Commissioner of Public Works,” replied 
Mr. Smith; *‘ but the view now taken is thatjin 
the case of subways and wires a permit from the 
Subway Commission must be secured before 
work can proceed, This is in accordance with 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel.” 

“Ts there no law on the subject?” asked Mr. 
Dos Passos. 

“No, Sir,” said Mr. Smith. 

“The Department of Publie Works still claims 
to control the streets of the city?” said Mr. Dos 
Passos with a mildly interrogative accent. 

“Yes, Sir,” was the reply. 

“ And [ think you’re right,” was the triumphant 
comment. 

Contractor John McQuade testified that he had 
made preparations to complete the work within 
two days, and then the case went over untila 
week from to-day at 12 o'clock noon, when Mr. 
Dos Passos will make his argument. 

Papers were served yesterday on behalf of the 
underground company on the Police Commis- 
sioners ordering thera to show cause why an in- 
junction should not be granted restraining them 
from further interference with the company’s 
work. The motion will be argued before Judge 
Ingraham, of the Superior Court, this morning. 
If the injunction is granted the company de- 
clares that it will renew work at once. 

The application of the New-York Electric 
Lines Company for an injunction to restrain the 
Subway Commissioners, through the New-York 
Consolidated Telegraph and Electric Subway 
Company and its contractors, from trespassing 
on street spaces which the Electric Lines Com- 
pany claims to have legally pre-empted, was 
denied by Judge Freedman, in Superior Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, on the ground that a case 
had not been made out for equitable relief prior 
to the trial of the controveray.

MR. L. A FISH SECURES THE YACHT AT 
: A LOW. FIGURE. 
_ Alarge number of yachtsmen were pres- 
ent ‘yesterday noon at Richard Montgomery’s 
auction rooms, No. 106 Wall-street, to see what 
the sloop yacht Atlantic, which was built to de- 
fend the America’s Cup, would bring at auction. 
The Atlantic, while it did not do so well as ex- 
pected in the trial races, was spoken of yester- 
day as a fast sailer, and there were some who 
thought she would bring a good price. They 
were mistaken: 

It was some minutes after the auctioneer 
asked fora bid that a young man with a low voice 
said $3,000. The auctioneer did not hear him, 


but did hear Latham A. Fish, of the Atlantic 
Yacht Club, who bid 3. . The young man, 
who refused to. give 8 name, and Mr. Fish 
raised each other by stages of $250 till $7,000 
was reached, Then another voice was heard 
with a bid of $7,250. Mr. Fish increased it to 
$7,500, and no one went higher. 

Mr. Fish, who bought in the boat, was one of 
the syndicate who furnished the money to build 
her. Ata dinner commemorating the twentieth 
auniversary of the Atlantic Club a number of 
gentlemen decided to — in securing a boat to 
race against the English cutter, and Mr. Fish 
was made Chairman of the committee appointed 
for the purpose. The Atlantic was designed by 
Philip Elsworth and built by John Mumm at a 
cost of over $30,000. She was sailed by Joe 
Elsworth, but proved a disappointment to her 
friends. Mr, Fish bought her in yesterday 
to prevent a sacrifice at a heavy loss, 
The yacht has a length of 95 feet over all; water 
line, 84 feet; beam, 231 feet, and draught, 9 
feet. She has a complete set of spars, sails 
made of duck manufactured especially for her, 
108,000 pounds of lead ballast, and 120 fathoms 
of chain. The deck fittings are of mahogany 
and the cabin is finished in pine, with mahogany 
moldings. The boat is thoroughly equipped 
with cabin and forecastie rurniture, bedding, and 
crockery. Her sails are mainsail, gaff topsail, 
balloon gaff Lec forestaysail, balloon fore- 
staysail, jib, balloon jib, three jib topsails, and 
spinnaker. 

B. Leeds, of 
the Southern Yacht Club; W. R. Vermilye, J. J. 
Pierrepont, H. B. Howell, John Cartledge, ex- 
Commodore Francis Hathaway, J. G. Craig, John
